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FOUNDING OF THE INSTITUTION 


According to the Constitution of the State of North Carolina, Article 
I, Section 9, the North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded was 
authorized by an act of the General Assembly of 1911, by a State bond 
issue of $60,000 with which to begin the work. 

On account of the limited amount of bonds issued, the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Institution decided to ask communities to make bids for it. 
After a spirited contest between several communities the county of 
Lenoir was awarded the proposition. Its Committee of Seventeen, repre- 
senting its citizens and those of the county generally, raised a consider- 
able amount of money, and bought 807 acres of land which it donated to 
the Institution, together with the free use of electric light from its power 
plant at Kinston for five years, 

The Board of Trustees of the Institution later bought ninety-eight 
acres of land, making a total of nine hundred and five acres. On this 
land were a number of farm structures, which have been changed and 
improved into a dwelling for the Superintendent, general office for the 
Institution, tenements for farmers, laborers, etc., also barns, stables, 
poultry and other outbuildings. The value of this large body of land and 
the free use of electric light: is not less than $25,000. 

The Norfolk Southern Railroad has also been generous to the Institu- 
tion, constructing, at its own expense, and donating to it over three 
thousand feet of railway sidetrack, which cost about $5,000. All these 
magnificent gifts are sincerely appreciated, and will be utilized to the 
best advantage for the Institution. 


THE SITE AN IDEAL ONE. 


The site selected is an ideal one, and in order to get a proper appre- 
ciation of the definite location of the buildings now in progress of con- 
struction and rapidly nearing completion, picture yourself standing on 
an eminence of twenty-five or thirty feet, extending westard to the 
horizon limit, and westward a mile and a quarter, until lost to view in the 
jumble of the buildings of the city of Kinston. Gazing southward, you see 
a panorama of cultivated farmland of equal length and varying in width 
from a half to a mile, bordered at its base by the northern bank of the 
winding Neuse. Turning your glance northward you are met with a 
background of living forest green, extending more openly and scatter- 
ingly to the east, and rather densely to the west. Now, you are exactly 
on the definite location of the central building of the School, with the 
two dormitories, one on the east and one on the west side of the main 
building, equally distant from the latter, and arranged on the are of an 
elongated semi-circle. 
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The three buildings—the central one being the largest, and the two 
dormitories being of dimensions corresponding to each other—are mas- 
sive two storied brick structures with chaste border line and corner inser- 
tions of the lead colored artificial stone, which soften the severity of their 
general outline. Indeed, they present the appearance of comfortable 
solidity and harmonious grouping seemingly embodying in spirit the 
feeling of peace, contentment, rest and safety. Immediately in the rear 
of the central building and connected with it by an inclosed wooden 
walkway is the ample one storied brick kitchen. The generous cleared 
space around it and the other buildings gives splendid offering for a 
circular lawn of spacious dimensions, as well as for playgrounds. 

Again, looking southward from this point of vantage, over the gently 
descending slope to the level expanse, the eye is arrested midway in its 
forward glance to the Neuse River, by a small grove of stately oaks. 
Embowered in this natural canopy is the old fashioned manor house of 
the whilom plantation, enlarged and improved, and now occupied by the 
Superintendent of the School. 

Adjacent to this grove is the temporary general office of the Superin- 
tendent, which from being originally an old dilapidated barn, has been 
so changed and improved as to make it a most useful and respectable 
building, clothed in white. To the northward of it are the barns, stables, 
cow and goat houses, pig stye, granary, hay loft and other outdoor build- 
ings in fine repair, and all whitened with lime. The poultry houses, a 
little to the southward, are in equally good condition, and the lawn of 
the Superintendent’s house, the garden, woodyard, live stock and poultry 
ranges are enclosed with neat substantial wire fences. Everywhere 
around is the air of order, thrift and economy. Located at other 
eligible points on the farm are six tenement houses, which have been 
re-created out of old tobacco barns, until they now look like nice, cozy, 
comfortable dwellings. 

Happily for the present and coming generations of unfortunate child- 
hood it is that such an eligible site for the Institution was selected. The 
place iself, in its assemblage; the level to gently ascending lay of the 
land; the air full of ozone and the perfume of the pine and the cedar— 
free of malarial contact; the gladsome sunlight; the pure tasteless arte- 
sian water, and the winding majestic river nearby; the cultured plain 
and wooded slope; the splended driveway and motor course of the State 
Central Highway, which in connection with the main railway line, 
cleave in twain the farm proper; the elevation of seventy-five to one 
hundred feet above the ocean level; and the proximity to the lovely little 
city of Kinston—all combine to make it an ideal spot for the location of 
the first institution of its kind in our beautiful Southland.—Kinston 
Free Press. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF VISITATION 


Lo the Honorable Board of Trustees North Carolina School for the 
Feeble Minded: 


Your committee begs leave to make the following report: 

As directed by your Honorable Board we met in Baltimore on April 
24, 1911, at the Eutaw House, and after breakfast we went to Owings 
Mills, about fifteen miles from Baltimore, and visited the Maryland 
Training School for Feeble Minded. We were cordially and kindly 
received by Dr. Frank W. Keating, who is the Superintendent and Chief 
Physician. This is a most excellently managed institution, everything 
being neat and in good order. The buildings are very good and substan- 
tial and what we need, but on account of the insufficiency of funds this 
committee does not recommend such expensive buildings for our School. 
The children here were in excellent health, good condition, and well 
trained. We spent the day in looking into every detail of the institution 
and its management. The girls were making lace, carpets, etc., and 
doing all manner of laundry work. It was here that we were first im- 
pressed with the great amount of labor these feeble minded boys and 
girls can accomplish, and which they seem to enjoy, especially the out- 
door work. The boys were working on the farm and helping to erect 
some new buildings. At this institution we found them lacking in land 
and sufficient water supply. They have a very nice dairy which sup- 
plies the institution with milk and butter, a splendid storage room and 
central kitchen; they make their own ice, sufficient in quantity to supply 
the institution at a very small expense. The steam is furnished by the 
central steam boiler house, which is being enlarged now for the second 
time. Converging from the center of the steam boiler plant, they have 
tunnels which convey all the pipes and wires with the electricity which 
is made at the power house. We submit as a part of our report a copy 
of the Biennial Report of this institution, which gives good views of the 
buildings, the kindergarten being especially interesting. 


NEW JERSEY TRAINING SCHOOL FOR BOYS AND GIRLS. 


We left Owings Mills and went to Philadelphia, reaching there about 
12 o’clock, midnight, on the 24th. On the 25th we went to the Vineland 
(New Jersey) Training School for Feeble Minded boys and and girls, 
conducted by Dr. E. R. Johnstone and his able corps of assistants. We 
were received most cordially, and shown all over the institution in detail. 
We found it most excellently managed. We spent the entire day in this 
institution gaining information that we feel will be of untold value to 
us in the management of our own. The research laboratory and summer 
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school here are of inestimable value to society. This institution is the 
oldest in the State of New Jersey. It is not a State institution, but a 
private enterprise, yet it receives State patients, for which the Siate pays 
its pro rata of the per capita cost of maintenance of the whole student 
body. The institution has about twenty buildings, including a model 
dairy, and a model farm. The dairy furnishes sufficient supply of butter 
and milk for the whole institution. The farm furnishes between thirty- 
five and fifty thousand dollars worth of supplies per year. Part of the 
farm is conducted by the State of New Jersey as an experiment farm. 
The institution has a farmers’ club, which most of the farmers in the 
vicinity attend, and the club has meetings once every week from Sep- 
tember to April. The institution has a model poultry yard, which, in 
connection with the farm, furnishes, during the summer, sufficient eggs 
for its own use, and in the fall fowls ample for the table. We submit as 
a part of our report of this institution its last annual report, which gives 
a better idea about its workings than we can do. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR WOMEN. 


On the night of the 25th we visited the New Jersey Training School 
for Women and were received most cordially by the Superintendent, Dr. 
Madeline A. Hallowell, who very kindly showed us over the entire insti- 
tution. A singing class and orchestra gave us a concert, which we very 
much enjoyed. It is wonderful to see how these feeble minded inmates 
can be trained. A large part of the school is of the kindergarten kind. 
The entire institution is supported by State aid and cares for women 
only. No children are received in this school. The motto of the three 
schools above visited is: “Keep the Inmates Busy.” The progress of 
the institution, however, is somewhat retarded from no cause of its own, 
but it is nevertheless wonderful to see how much manual labor the 
inmates can accomplish. We regard this institution as being excep- 
tionally well regulated for women. It has a central dining room and a 
central kitchen, and it makes its own electricity and receives its heat 
from the central power house. For fuller description of this institution 
we submit its last annual report, which gives views of the principal 
buildings, classrooms, ete. ‘ 

Dr. Keating, of the Maryland Training School, and Professor John- 
stone, of the New Jersey Training School, both agree that the children 
are more troublesome on Sundays than on week days on account of not 
having any work to do. 


PENNSYLVANIA TRAINING SCHOOL. 


Dr. Hardy was called home by wire on account of serious illness in 
his family; so the remainder of the committee on Wednesday, Apri! 26, 
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visited the Pennsylvania Training School for Feeble Minded Children, 
located at Elwyn. We were met by Dr. Martin W. Barr, Chief Physi- 
cian, who spent the day showing us through the institution, and extended 
to us every possible courtesy, for which we are gratefully appreciative. 
This is the oldest institution of the kind in this country, and is most 
excellently managed. It is not a State institution, but is under the man- 
agement of a Board of Trustees and Chief Physician, who are inde- 
pendent of State control. However, more than half of the chi'dren in 
the institution are paid for by the State, at the rate of $300 per capita 
per annum. 

It has about two hundred acres of hill land, of which only about fifty 
acres are under cultivation. The remainder is grove and meadow land, 
which, with the massive character of the fifteen or more buildings, pre- 
sents a very attractive appearance. A picture of the hillside group of 
buildings is herewith presented. These buildings probably cost more 
than a half million dollars, with the exception of the “shack” for the 
consumptive patients, which was of more primitive construction, being 
a frame building especially adapted to the purpose. These buildings, 
however, were entirely too expensive to suit our modest legislative appro- 
priation, so we could only admire and note their many conveniences, 
advantages, ete. The water supply for the plant is obtained from four 
artesian wells, ranging in depth from one hundred and forty to four 
hundred feet. The water is lifted by compressed air into a concrete 
reservoir nearby, which holds twenty-five thousand gallons. It is then 
pumped by motor pump a distance of four thousand feet, to an elevaion 
of three hundred feet into a reservoir holding six hundred thousand gal- 
lons, which supplies the various buildings by gravity. An abundant 
supply of water is one of the most important features of such an institu- 
tion, as the lavatories, bathrooms, water closets, and laundry for this 
class of patients all demand very much more water than for ordinary 
people. 

The power for this is supplied from the plant near the main building. 
Three boilers, seventy-two inches by sixteen feet, and one not quite as 
large, are in use. This, of course, supplies ample steam capacity for 
power and all such purposes as heating and lighting. All the steam pipes 
are conducted from one building to another through a tunnel four by six 
feet, which serves for electric lines also. The sewerage is conducted into 
a nearby stream, the drainage being very fine in these Pennsylvania hills. 

The laundry is on the first floor of the power house, the boilers being 
in the basement. The ironing room is on the second floor, and the drying 
room on the third floor, the clothes being carried up anl down by a belt 
elevator. The laundry, as is the case in every other institution of the 
kind, is a very important feature, the work in it being done largely by 
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the feeble minded people, all of whom, irrespective of age, being called 
children, for they remain children intellectually, no matter to what 
physical age they may attain. 


ELEVEN HUNDRED INMATES. 


About eleven hundred children are cared for in this institution, the 
per capita cost of maintenance being $246.16 per annum. ‘They are 
taken at ages ranging from seven years upward. In the industrial divis- 
ion about four hundred and forty are engaged in working on lines best 
adapted to the individual ability. They are engaged in gardening and 
other agricultural work, road making, and in working in the stables, 
engine room, steam room, kitchen, dining room, paint, carpenter, shoe, 
and tailor shops; also in weaving carpets, rugs, and towels, dressmaking, 
mending, lacework, making Indian baskets, and numerous other things. 

The cold storage room is in a small separate building. Extensive 
grounds are devoted to playgrounds, such as ball games, ete. The mili- 
tary drill is a special feature of the institution, and the cornet band is 
very fine, being under the direction of a lady instructor from the Boston 
Conservatory of Music. 

The book teaching of the children in this institution, as in others, is 
limited to those capable of receiving such instruction, about three hun- 
dred of the eleven hundred children usually being in the school depart- 
ment. The high grade of the children who do ordinary elementary 
school work in reading, writing, arithmetic, history, geography, and 
composition, is very noticeable. The middle grade boys and girls when 
possible, are taught to read and to write and to do simple numbers. The 
low grade boys and girls are taught only the simplest things, suited 
especially to their needs in physical and industrial lines. It is quite 
remarkable how far the very lowest type can be developed by proper 
physical training. 

Many other interesting and instructive features of this institution 
deserving of especial mention are necessarily omitted for lack of time 
and space. 

MASSACHUSETTS TRAINING SCHOOL, 

On the night of the 28th of April we took a train for Boston, and 
reached that city early next morning. After a hasty breakfast, we pro- 
ceeded at once to Waverly, Mass., where we found the State School for 
the Feeble Minded a model in nearly all of its details. We were met by 
Dr. Walter B. Fernald, the prince of courteous gentlemen, who devoted 
most of the day to showing us the institution. In fact every one con- 
nected with the institution seemed devoted to his or her work, and intent 
upon doing everything possible to help the feeble minded in North Caro- 
lina by doing all they could for your committee. 
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This institution is divided into a central plant, situated at this place, 
and separate colonies for girls, boys, ete., located at Baldwinville, about 
fifty miles distant. There are about two hundred acres of hilly land in 
the central plant, valued at $72,000, most of which is used for buildings 
of various kinds, courts, lawns, playgrounds, etc. Most of the vegetables, 
fruits, etc., however, are grown on the colony lands, and shipped to the 
central plant in carload lots. There are about eleven hundred inmates 
in the central plant, of all grades and sexes. The two sexes are kept in 
separate buildings, and are carefully kept apart from one another in 
this institution, while in the others visited, except that in Pennsylvania, 
this practice did not seem to be observed quite so strictly. 

The buildings probably cost $748,687, some of them being models of 
their kind. They are mostly built of brick, massive in character, as 
would be required by the climate of Massachusetts, but are models as 
individual structures. We were especially impressed with the women’s 
dormitory building, which we thought would be well suited to our wants 
when cheapened in construction to suit the climate of North Carolina. 
We herewith submit the picture, floor plans, and blue prints of this 
building, which will give more correct ideas of its plan and uses than 
can be conveyed otherwise. It is used in part for dormitory, school- 
room and workroom, and accommodates about seventy-five people as a 
dormitory. 

DIVISION OF INSTITUTION INTO DEPARTMENTS. 


This institution, while under one head, is divided into separate 
detached departments, according to the classification of the inmates. As 
now arranged they are classified as follows: At the girls’ dormitory are 
the girls of school grade and age; at the boys’ dormitory are the boys of 
school age and grade; at the north building are the adult males of low 
grade, requiring much care and attention; at the west building are the 
young and feeble boys, requiring much hospital care, and females of the 
lower grade; at the girls’ home at the northwest building are the adult 
girls who are in good bodily health, and all of whom are employed in the 
various domestic departments of the institution; at the farmhouse and 
in the east building are the adult males who are regularly employed in 
farm and other work; in the hospital are the very feeble children and 
those acutely ill; at the colony plant are four separate and independent 
colonies. Each of these departments has a competent matron who lives 
in the building, and devotes her entire time to the welfare of the children 
in that department. Thus the institution is divided into eleven small 
families, each with distinctive and peculiar needs, and all under the same 
management. 

The industrial work done in this institution is much the same as that 
described of other institutions, and is omitted for sake of abbreviating 
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the report. The same may be said of the educational work and manual 
training. Nearly all the pupils receive daily systematic physical train- 
ing. Mental awakening generally follows as a direct result of increased 
physical development. To keep these children healthy, happy and out of 
mischief, work and recreation in proper proportion must be provided 
for every hour of the day. Every boy and girl in fair physical health 
has some daily work assigned them. It is often changed to avoid its 
becoming monotonous. Sunday is the one day of leisure and it is the 
only day of the week when it is difficult to keep the boys and girls happy 
and out of mischief. 

The general storeroom and bakery are in the basement of the main 
building. The office, dining room, and the dining room for many of the 
employees are in this building. Each of the other buildings for inmates 
has its own dining room. Some of them also have their own kitchens and 
heating plants. This is due to the buildings being somewhat remote 
from one another. 

The main power house is separate and apart from any of the other 
buildings; the laundry, drying and ironing rooms being in a separate 
building. 

The lavatories and hoppers in the water closets in all of this institu- 
tion are made of cast iron, porcelain lined, and are much cheaper and 
more durable than the ordinary kind seen in the other institutions. It 
requires a large number of hoppers for this class of patients, and they 
should be of the simplest and most durable kind. 


EACH FAMILY SEPARATE. 


Each ward or family has its separate playground, and each group of 
children spends a part of each day in its playground, accompanied by an 
attendant, who assists and directs in their games and sports. In the 
living rooms every young child has a liberal supply of playthings and is 
encouraged to use them. The playthings are provided as a necessity and 
not as a luxury, as they help very materially to develop the faculties of 
the child. The children do not receive any kind of corporal punish- 
ment, but are punished by privations, such as putting them to bed while 
the other children are playing. They are also rewarded in many ways, 
and thus encouraged in all their efforts. Every employee, when taking 
employment in the institution, is required to sign an agreement not to 
use harsh measures of any kind with the inmates of the institution. 

The committee spent the night in Boston and took the train early on 
the morning of the 28th for Baldwinville, Mass., for the purpose of 
seeing the management and working of the feeble minded on the farm 
colony plan. Drs. Fernald and Russell drove fifty miles through the 
country in an automobile to meet us at the colonies. 
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We found here in the hills of Massachusetts four groups of colony 
buildings, located on a high plateau of exceedingly rough, stony land, 
the entire plant embracing several thousand acres of abandoned farms, 
This land is so rough that before being cleared of stone it is searcely fit 
for anything, and was bought for three dollars per acre. After it is 
cleared of timber and stone it is very productive and produces fine fruits, 
vegetables, grass and small grains. We were advised that the great 
amount of labor needed to clear it was no objection, as it was necessary 
to find employment for the boys, which this furnishes of the very best 
out-of-door kind. We found in one group some seventy-five healthy 
young fellows doing the very best of work in building macadam roads 
under the direction and supervision of the head farmer. They are very 
happy and enjoy the work. We found another group of about the same 
number clearing a field of stumps, roots and stone. Another group was 
doing ordinary farm work. 


FOUR GROUPS OF COLONY BUILDINGS. 


There are four groups of colony buildings, each built in connection 
with the old farm building, which is being used as a home for each of the 
superintendents. These buildings are good, substantial one story frame 
structures, consisting of a large airy dining room, which, when cleared, 
is used as a living room on bad days; a large kitchen; a corridor leading 
from the dining room to the lavaratory, bathroom and water closets, all 
in one large dormitory room; another corridor leading to a large one- 
story dormitory building with two wards, is divided by a chimney and 
partition wall. With each of these colony groups is a good barn and 
other small outbuildings. Lamps are used for lighting. One group has 
a steam laundry which does the laundry work for the four groups. 
Each set of buildings complete cost about $10,000, and accommodates 
seventy-five to one hundred inmates. The groups are from a half mile 
to one mile from each other. Only sturdy men, who can do good work, 
are kept at these colonies. The plant is new, and yet it shipped thirteen 
carloads of fruits and vegetables to the central plant at Waverly last 
year. A good herd of high grade milch cows were found in the barns at 
each colony. On account of the high freight rate on milk and butter, in 
place of shipping these articles from the colonies to the main institution 
a fresh supply of cows are sent to the main institution from time to 
time from the colonies. In return the bread for these colonies is baked 
at the bakery in the main plant and shipped to the colonies. Much of 
the clothing for the inmates of these colonies is also the product of the 
main plant. These colonies are more than self-supporting and are doing 
much to help support the central plant. We asked for drawings or 
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blue prints of one of the buildings, all being on the same plan, but could 
not obtain them at the time, but were promised them later. 

Dr. Fernald regards these colonies as a very important and profitable 
adjunct of this institution. In fact, he believes it is the final solution 
of the best and most economical way to care for these unfortunates. It 
must be borne in mind, however, that only ablebodied men are kept at 
these colonies, and that only farm work and road building are being 
done here. No female patient, young children or very low grade pa- 
tients are sent to these colonies. Neither is there any educational 
development work being done in the colonies. At best, the colony sys- 
tem can only be an adjunct to a central institution. We were loath to 
leave these colonies and to part company with Dr. Fernald, who had done 
so much to make our visit to his institution pleasant and full of instruc- 
tion to us. 

We obtained valuable information on these visits of inspection which 
we can not impart in this report, but which we hope to bring forth, from 
time to time, as occasion arises. We believe that this visit of inspection 
was a most wise step to be taken at this point of our undertaking, and 
that it will be worth to the feeble minded children of North Carolina 
and to the State many times what it cost. Your committee was very 
diligent in using the time to the very best advantage in seeing and ob- 
taining all information possible. 


GENERAL DEDUCTIONS OF THE REPORT. 


We, your committee, deduce from our visit of inspection the follow- 
ing, which we recommend: 

First, That the tract of land procured shall contain not less than 
five hundred or one thousand acres, not less than two hundred acres of 
which shall be located on a line of railroad, within a few miles of a good 
town of several thousand population, that the said two hundred acres 
shall have as a part of it, a good building site, sightly and sanitary, 
which can be provided with a railroad switch at small cost. 

Second, That said two hundred acres shall have a good source of 
water supply, preferably by gravity system, and good drainage, well 
adapted to the installing of a good sewer system. 

Third, That we adopt a plan for a central group of ulin with 
such arrangement and location of the several buildings as will ultimately 
work out a harmonious and perfect whole when completed. We should 
suggest for consideration the original design for the Maryland Training 
School, but that the cost and plan of each individual building shall be 
such as will suit our needs. 

Fourth, That we undertake to build with our present appropriation 
two dormitory buildings, like the one of which we furnish cuts and blue

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prints, to cost about $18,000 each, one to be used for boys, the other 
for girls; one superintendent’s residence to cost about $6,000, to be used 
also for a while as a home for teachers and an executive building; one 
central power house and laundry in the same building, with equipment, 
to cost $8,000; one barn and stock to cost about $8,000; furniture and 
miscellaneous fixtures, about $8,000. We wish to state that it would 
be very much easier to make this recommendation as to buildings and 
equipment if we had an adequate sum of money, say $200,000, with 
which to do the work. 
All of which is respectively submitted by your committee.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES 


Kinston, N. C., Dec. 6 and 7, 1912. 
To His Hacellency, W. W. Kircuin, Governor of North Carolina: 


In accordance with the act of the General Assembly, ratified March 
4, 1911, creating the North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded, the 
Trustees of the same held their first annual meeting in the office of the 
President ex officio, at Raleigh, April 1, 1911, at which there were present 
the following Trustees: J. Y. Joyner, Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, of Raleigh; R. N. Cartwright, of Fairfield; A. A. Kent, of Lenoir; 
L. B: McBrayer, of Asheville; Ira M. Hardy, of Washington; R. E. 
Austin, of Albemarle; F. B. Hendren, of Wilkesboro; W. A. Thompson, 
of Aurora, and John R. Baggett, of Lillington. 

The oath of office having administered by Associate Justice, W. R. 
Allen, of Wayne, the meeting was called to order by J. Y. Joyner taking 
the Chair. Ira M. Hardy was elected Secretary of the Board. After 
perfecting the usual details of organization, a committee consisting of 
L. B. McBrayer, A. A. Kent, W. A. Thompson and Ira M. Hardy was 
appointed to visit various institutions in other States established for the 
care and training of the feeble minded. This committee was instructed 
to learn as far as possible the facts, etc., relating to lands, buildings, 
equipment and management of said institutions and report their find- 
ings to the Board of Trustees. This they did in a most satisfactory 
manner, and were relieved from further duty. 

At the same meeting a committee consisting of A. A. Kent, Ira M. 
Hardy, J. R. Baggett and W. A. Thompson was appointed, whose duty 
‘was to advertise for bids or offers from towns or counties for the location 
of the institution, and to report the results to the Board of Trustees, 
which they did at a called meeting of the latter, held in Raleigh, June 
8, 1911. After thorough examination and impartial consideration of 
all the offers made, the full Board of Trustees at another called meeting 
held in Raleigh, June 26, 1911, found it to be their paramount duty to 
award the preference to the city of Kinston, as represented through its 
citizens and the people of Lenoir County. 

The site was the most eligable and desirable among the various offers 
made. In fact, it is an ideal location for the School, comprising nine 
hundred and five acres of farm and forest land, of which the value today 
(judging from the lands adjoining it which have recently changed 
hands), is not less than $25,000. In addition to this large body of land, 
the city of Kinston granted the institution, free of charge for five years, 
the use of its electric light. The Norfolk Southern Railroad also fur- 
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nished the institution with a railway sidetrack over three thousand feet 
in length, free of charge. The Board of Trustees desires especially to 
thank the citizens of Kinston and the people of Lenoir County, and also 
the Norfolk Southern Railroad, for these generous and munificent gifts. 
The Board has, in addition, passed resolutions thanking the people of 
Harnett County and of Washington for the liberal offers which they 
made. Finally, a resolution was adopted thanking Ira M. Hardy for 
his untiring efforts in furthering the establishment of the institution. 
These resolutions were passed by a joint session of the Board of Trustees 
and Council of State. 

At the called meeting of the Board of Trustees, held June 26, 1911, 
an Executive Committee was appointed, which relieved the former com- 
mittee of further duty and became the representative of the Board when 
not in session. This committee was composed of L. B. McBrayer, J. R. 
Baggett, A. A. Kent and Ira M. Hardy. Dr. McBrayer was elected 
Chairman, and Dr. Hardy, Secretary. F. B. Hendren having resigned 
as Trustee, J. B. Dawson was appointed by His Excellency Governor 
Kitchin, to fill his place. Drs. McBrayer and Kent, later resigning from 
the Executive Committee, Messrs. Dawson and Thompson were elected 
to the same, the former becoming Chairman. 

At the second annual meeting of the Board of Trustees, held in the 
general office of the Institution, December 6 and 7, 1912, the following 
Trustees were present: J. Y. Joyner, ex officio Chairman, A. A. Kent, 
L. B. McBrayer, W. H. Dixon, J. R. Baggett, and J. B. Dawson, also 
Ira M. Hardy, Secretary to the Board. After the meeting was called 
to order, the minutes of the previous meetings were read and approved. 
The same officers were reélected for the ensuing year. The reports of 
the Executive Committee and of the superintendent of the institution 
were also read and approved. The report of the Executive Committee 
is incorporated as a part of the annual report of the Board of Trustees, 
and is as follows: 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the North Carolina School for 
the Feeble Minded: 

GenttemenN: Your Executive Committee beg leave to make the fol- 
lowing report: 

On June 26, 1911, it met in the Senate Chamber at Raleigh, and duly 
organized. A subcommittee was appointed, consisting of Messrs. Bag- 
gett and Hardy, to go to Kinston, examine the titles to the property 
offered, make surveys, and proceed to make a map of the property with 
a view to properly locating the boundaries and building sites. 

The said committee met in Kinston and diligently prosecuted the work 
until the same was completed. The titles to the property were sub- 
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mitted to and passed on by the Attorney-General. After thorough con- 
sideration of the matter of making topographical map of the various 
pieces of land offered, it was deemed wisest on account of the considerable 
expense involved, to simply run and establish the lines of all the property 
and limit the making of the map to the Fields Farm, as that was the 
property upon which the buildings were to be located. 

Your committee, in making the surveys, thought it necessary, on 
account of the narrowness of the Fields tract of land and in order to 
have a sidetrack run on the property, to buy an additional piece of 
land from Mrs. Carrie E. Schweikert, and made this recommendation to 
the Board of Trustees. One of the tracts of land owned by Dr. J. M. 
Parrott and not contiguous to our land, was offered for $1,250 to the 
Committee of Seventeen of Lenoir County who conveyed all the land to 
the School. The price of the Schweikert land was $2,500. Your com- 
mittee thought it wise not to take the J. M. Parrott land, but in lieu 
thereof take the $1,250 offered by the Committee representing Lenoir 
County, and add to it $1,250 more to pay for the Schweikert land, 
which was recommended to the Board of Trustees and so ordered by 
them. ‘The total acreage of land given to us by the committee was eight 
hundred and seven. The Schweikert place which we bought has ninety- 
eight acres, making a total of nine hundred and five acres. Mr. B. R. 
Taylor had a lease on the Schweikert land for nine years, being the 
unexpired term of a fifteen year lease, which had run six years. We 
purchased this lease and paid him the sum of $200, which was approved 
by the Board, making total paid for said land $2,700, the part the 
School paid being $1,450. 

A meeting of the committee was held on September 13,1911. Dr. H. 
H. Hart, Secretary of the Child’s Helping Department of the Russell 
Sage Foundation, was present and made some very valuable suggestions 
to the committee in reference to the buildings. His visit was very much 
appreciated and we found it helpful. 

On October 20, 1911, the full Board met and chose for their architects 
for the buildings Mr. C. E. Hartge, of Raleigh, and Messrs. Hook & 
Rogers, of Charlotte. At this meeting, Mr. D. F. Wooten was elected 
Treasurer of the School. It was found upon examination of the charter 
and by consultation with the State Auditor and State Treasurer, that 
the funds could not be drawn from the State Treasury and placed in 
our Treasurer’s hands. It was, therefore, unnecessary for him to 
qualify, as his services were prohibited by the charter. 

On October 21st the Executive Committee met with the architects 
in the office of Mr. A. Cheney, and gave instructions that they prepare 
preliminary drawings and submit them to an Executive Committee meet- 
ing that was to be called later. 
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Upon notice from the architects that the preliminary drawings had 
been completed the Chairman called a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee to meet in Raleigh on November 7th. Your committee did so and 
looked over the preliminary drawings, and gave instructions for plans. 
These were completed and bids were advertised for, to be opened on 
February 2, 1912, at Kinston. 

Your Executive Committee met on February 2, and during a day and 
a half session, looked over the bids, which ranged from $54,000 to 
$85,000. Your committee rejected all bids and excused from the con- 
test all contractors except the three lowest bidders, with whom and the 
architects they went over all the plans and decided to cut out the day- 
room in the Boys’ Dormitory, and make certain modifications of the plans 
offered. After a thorough understanding and consideration of the mat- 
ter, the three bidders were requested to retire from the meeting and 
refigure on the job, and meet with the committee at 2:00 p. m., February 
2, at which time the three contractors submitted bids according to the 
revised plans. After full consideration, Messrs. York & Cobb, being the 
lowest bidders, were awarded the contract for the erection of the Central 
Building, which is to be used for sleeping quarters for the teachers, etc., 
and our present dining room, a building known as the Boys’ Dormitory, 
also the building known as the Girls’ Dormitory, at the price of $48,465. 
It was understood that if the Executive Committee wished to let out 
the plumbing under a separate contract, the sum of $5,000 could be 
deducted. This they elected to do, which left the contract price $43,465. 
At this meeting we paid Messrs. Hook & Rogers and Mr. C. E. Hartge, 
for services in preparing the plans and specifications, $848.13 each. 

The plans were approved by the Governor and his Council as required 
by charter. When the work was about to commence on the Central 
Building, on account of the great danger from fire it was found to be 
inadvisable to put the laundry, kitchen, and boiler room in the basement 
of the Central Building, so your Executive Committee met in Raleigh 
on March 7th, and after much consideration had the plans of the Cen- 
tral Building redrawn, with the view of not utilizing the basement in the 
near future, but instead thereof to erect a kitchen one hundred and 
twenty feet from the Central Building, making both permanent struc- 
tures with a view of eventually putting the dining room immediately 
behind the Central Building and in front of the kitchen. By this 
arrangement it was found that the three buildings could be erected 
without interfering with the walls of the present buildings. This your 
committee believed to be the arrangement that would conserve the 
best interest of the institution. This was done without any additional 


cost. 
The buildings have progressed very slowly and we believe will not 
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be completed before February, 1913, whereas the contract called for 
the completion of the same October 1, 1912. In the Central Building it 
was deemed best to put a stationary washstand in each of the teacher’s 
rooms, which are eight in number, thereby giving them the conven- 
lence of running water, hot and cold. It was estimated that each fixture, 
with the additional plumbing, would cost the sum of $50. It was also 
found best to put a sink in the room adjoining the teachers’ dining 
room at an estimated cost of $50, making an extra amount to be spent 
on this building for plumbing of $450. Your Executive Committee 
found that it was necessary to make changes in the farmhouse of the 
Fields Place for the home of the Superintendent. This work was also 
given to the contractors on a basis of ten per cent as extra work, with 
the understanding that the contractors submit the invoices showing 
the net cost of such repairs. The cost of same we have not yet definitely 
determined. The plumbing in the Superintendent’s residence cost $375, 
together with the extra plumbing in the Central Building, making a 
total cost for extra work of plumbing, $825. These extras were included 
in the award of the general contract for plumbing in the three buildings 
at the price of $4,950. We therefore saved the sum of $50 on the amount 
deducted from the contractor’s bid of $5,000 and obtained the extra work 
amounting to $825. 

Your Executive Committee succeeded, through the efforts of the 
Superintendent and the good people of Kinston, in getting the Norfolk 
Southern Railroad to give the School a sidetrack three thousand feet 
long, extending from the main line to and past the site for the power 
house. This was done free of charage, and we understand the cost was 
about $5,000. Your committee desires to express to the Norfolk South- 
ern Railroad its deep appreciation for its generosity, and we have en- 
tered up to their credit, as a donation to our School, the sum of $5,000. 

Your Executive Committee thought it best that the erection of these 
buildings begin with the usual custom and ceremonies attending such 
occasions by laying a corner stone, which was done May 6, 1912. The 
ceremonies were presided over by Grand Master Mason, W. K. McKoy, 
who delivered an inspiring address. Addresses were also made on behalf 
of the Board of Trustees by Hon. Mark Majette and the Chairman, Hon. 
J. Y. Joyner; on behalf of the citizens of Kinston, by Mayor W. D. La- 
Roque and Hon. F. I. Sutton. The occasion was a grand one, made so by 
the generosity and hospitality of the people of Kinston, who partici- 
pated in the ceremony. Dr. Chas. O’H. Laughinghouse, of Greenville, 
made the principal address. It was regarded of such importance that 
the Board had the same printed and distributed. We were most for- 
tunate in this undertaking. The Bulletin of the State Board of Health 
printed and distributed this address throughout the State. Nearly

three thousand copies were printed and distributed by State papers 
alone. Copies were sent to the various members of the incoming Gen- 
eral Assembly and to other prominent people throughout the State. 

Looking toward furnishing the institution, we have completed the 
electric light line from the city of Kinston to within a few hundred 
yards of the main buildings. The cost of this line has not as yet been 
definitely determined. We have estimated that it will be about the 
sum of $1,500. On this amount we have paid out the sum of $1,300. 
Over this line the city of Kinston gives the institution free hghts for a 
term of five years. If the line was of no other use than to serve as an 
auxiliary plant we feel that we would be justified in the expenditure. 
Five years from now, when our contract expires with the city of Kin- 
ston for free lights, we can have in operation, if found cheapest, our own 
plant and use this line as an auxiliary in case of shutdown or mishap 
in our own plant. 

The city of Kinston offered to give us free water for a term of five 
years, but upon investigation and consultation we found that it would 
be impractical to accept this offer, as it costs but little more to put down 
a plant of our own than to put in a water main large enough for our 
needs. Your committee has made the following progress with the water 
system: We have two everflowing wells which furnish us 34,000 gal- 
lons per day. These wells cost $1,000. We have also purchased a 
50,000 gallon steel tank which is to be erected on a seventy-five foot steel 
tower. The cost of same complete will be about $2,725. A pump to put 
water in tank and for fire purposes and a receiving pump have been pur- 
chased for the sum of $788. We have planned to erect a brick reservoir 
to hold 100,000 gallons to catch the overflow from the two artesian 
wells, and run a pipe line from this reservoir via the pumping station 
at the power house and on to the tower tank; from the tower the water 
will be supplied by gravity to the buildings and fire hydrants. Our 
system of fire fighting will be so arranged that we can pump direct to the 
fire plugs or hydrants. 

The power house we have not planned to erect just yet, owing to the 
limited funds at our command. It is our intention to construct a tem- 
porary shelter to protect the boilers from the weather until additional 
funds can be secured to erect a power house that will be large enough for 
our needs. We have purchased the latest patent of vertical tube boiler 
from the Erie City Iron Works, for which we have agreed to pay the sum 
of $2,800 erected, including smokestack, ready for use. This may appear 
to be a high price, but your committee, after thoroughly investigating 
this matter, decided to purchase the same because it will save forty per 


cent in the fuel. = 
The steam fitting we have placed in the hands of our engineer, which 
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will be a great saving to the School. After advertising for bids the 
contract for the steam heating of the Central Building has been awarded 
to the John Slaughter Company, of Goldsboro, for the sum of $1,475, 
said company being the lowest bidder. The heating plants for the two 
dormitories will be the indirect steam system, the estimated cost of which 
is $2,500. 

The Laundry—We find it impractical to attempt to begin the oper- 
ation of the institution until we have a laundry, so your committee had 
Messrs. Hook & Rogers to draw up the plans and specifications for the 
same, which will meet the needs of the institution for all time. It is 
to be built of brick with slate roof, and according to bids submitted will 
cost the sum of $5,500. A storeroom is badly needed, but as we have 
not the funds to erect one and as this laundry building is to be in close 
proximity to the kitchen, we shall use a portion of the laundry for a 
storeroom until funds can be secured for that purpose. The machinery 
for the laundry will cost, according to bids submitted, the sum of $3,400, 
installed complete, ready for use. The cost of this machinery may 
seem a little high, but on account of the operatives of this laundry being 
mostly feeble minded female inmates, and therefore more likely than 
men to become entangled in the machinery used in an ordinary laundry, 
we think it wise to have each of the machines equipped with its own 
electric motor, thereby doing away with all pulleys, belts and shafting. 
You will see that it is very necessary that the machinery be made so 
that it can be easily put in operation or stopped, which is done with a 
very simple switch. 

The Sewerage System—We advertised for bids on the sewerage 
system but we could get no satisfactory ones. Upon the advice of civil 
engineers and friends of the institution who have constructed sewerage 
systems, it was deemed best to install the sewerage system ourselves, 
and we have progressed so far as to have the survey made, the sewer line 
staked out, and the sewer pipe on hand to construct the same. We have 
estimated the cost to be $1,800, in addition to the cost of the pipe, which 
is about $1,000. The work will be pushed from this time until it is 
completed. 

More Land—Y our committee recommends very strongly the purchase 
of the Horner Farm, for which the institution has an option for the 
sum of $5,000, which expires March 15, 1918. This farm contains one 
hundred and fifteen acres, adjoining our land on the north and a part 
of the Fields Farm on the east, which would well round up and put in 
good shape the three farms. A view of the farmhouse of this farm and 
a view of the feed barn, which is large enough for our use at present, 
appear elsewhere, together with a map showing its relation with the bal- 
ance of the property. In addition to the above buildings, six tobacco 
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barns, one granary, smokehouse, tobacco grading house and one tenement 
house are on the place. One of these barns could easily be converted 
into a milk room, the packhouse into a cowbarn that would easily care 
for the herd we propose to have for several years to come. The other 
barns we could easily use for various purposes. The buildings alone 
could not be placed on this farm for the price for which we have the 
option. 

The Superintendent’s residence is the farmhouse of the Fields Farm, 
which we have remodeled for the Superintendent’s home. The granary, 
smokehouse, feed barn and stables, and two tobacco barns were in a 
dilapidated condition and scattered through the grove, which is located 
on the Central Highway and railroad. These buildings have been 
remodeled and placed in two groups in the grove, which very materially 
improved their appearance and usefulness. The two tobacco barns that 
were in the grove we have moved to desirable locations. One of these 
has been changed into a substantial residence for farm hands. 

Out of an old tobacco packing house, we have created a temporary 
general office for the institution, giving ample room for the bookkeeping, 
accounting and correspondence departments, as well as affording quar- 
ters for the meetings of the Board of Trustees and the several commit- 
tees, and also an office for the Superintendent. The upper part of this 
building contains several sleeping apartments for employees. Your com- 
mittee has placed around the Superintendent’s residence a substantial 
wire fence, and has also fenced off a portion of the Fields Farm for 
poultry yards, pasturage for live stock, etc. We are indebted to the 
ladies of Kinston for planting shrubbery, hedges, and flowering plants. 

The Farm—By our direction the Superintendent rented out the lands 
for the year 1912 as follows:

About twenty acres were reserved for the use of the School. To culti- 
vate this land, and to do hauling around the premises we purchased a 
pair of mules for the sum of $300; a wagon, set of harness, and three 
plows for about $40. 

For the year 1913 we recommend that we cultivate the Fields Farm 
for the use of the School, except the twenty acres lying on the south side 
of the railroad, which we have rented to J. F. Horner for the sum of 
$200. The Sutton Farm we have rented to Mr. Jacob Young for the 
sum of $175, and he is to make some necessary repairs to the buildings.

Hxecutive Committee. 


After careful consideration of the committee’s report, the Board 
finds the following to be absolutely necessary before the School can be 
opened for inmates and before the expenditure already made can be made 
ready for service to the feeble minded of the State. Our committee has 
used its utmost endeavor to keep within the bounds of the appropriation 
in the erection and equipment of the buildings, and, as will be seen has 
declined to make any contracts or incur any indebtedness in excess 
thereof, except for such things as were required to be done in connec- 
tion with the erection of the buildings, and contemporaneously, in order 
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to avoid unnecessary delay in opening the institution, and incurring ex- 
penses for these things that are dire necessities. By reference to the 
financial statement, it will be seen that we have on hand $19,605.61, but 
the outstanding contracts for these dire necessities which have already 
been undertaken, when completed, will exceed the available appropria- 
tion by $8,469.45.

In addition to the above, we earnestly recommend an appropriation 
of $5,000 for the purchase of the Horner Place, which, for reasons 
previously assigned, is very essential for the protection and future 
development of the institution. Unless the option on this property 
is taken during 1913, the opportunity of purchasing it will be lost, as 
we are reliably informed that an offer of $7,000 has been made to 
the owners. As will appear from the foregoing, we urgently need 
$44,719.39. 

This amount, including the purchase of the Horner Place, will be 
quired to complete and make available the opening of the doors of the 
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institution for the accommodation of one hundred and thirty inmates. 
We estimate that an annual appropriation of at least $30,000—making 
for the two years $60,000, will be absolutely necessary for the main- 
tenance of the institution for this number of inmates. Already, there 
are applicants on file for about one hundred and seventy-five persons 
from worthy families, with others coming in daily. According to the 
Secretary of the State Board of Charities, there are now confined in 
jails and almshouses in this State, 344 feeble minded persons, many of 
whom are entitled, under the law, to enter this institution. 

There are unquestionably hundreds of other feeble minded persons 
in North Carolina not yet known to the authorities of this institution, 
from whom no applications as yet have been received, or will be received, 
until the institution is in operation and a knowledge of it becomes gen- 
eral throughout the State. It is manifest, therefore, that an institution 
providing accomodations for only one hundred and thirty inmates is not 
adequate for the present, to say nothing of the future demands. Realiz- 
ing these pressing demands, we beg to submit the following careful esti- 
mate of the cost of enlarging the capacity of the institution for the 
accommodation of at least three hundred inmates.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable, the Board of Trustees of the North Carolina School 
for the Feeble Minded: 


Before proceeding with my report I desire to express my thanks to his 
Excellency the Governor, the Honorable the General Assembly, and the 
humane people of the grand old State of North Carolina for their 
hearty codperation in founding this institution, the youngest of the 
State’s family. I also tender sincere thanks to the good people of the 
city of Kinston and of the county of Lenoir for their hearty support 
and munificent benefaction, which made it possible to locate this insti- 
tution in one of the most eligible and desirable sections of the State. 
And finally, I desire to express my gratefulness to your honorable Board 
for the honor conferred in making me the first Superintendent of the 
North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded. 

As the reports of the various committees have so fully covered the 
substantial details of this institution the construction of the institutional 
buildings, the enlargement and improvement of the farm structures, and 
the progress of the work from its inception to date, there is scarcely any 
need for my indulging in recapitulation of the same. 

While I have acted under your general direction in a supervisory 
capacity for the entire work as accomplished to date, I have also been 
engaged in the preliminary organization of the various departments of 
the institution, its staff of necessary workers, and in performing the 
multiform duties essential to the successful opening of the School, of 
which the Chairman of your Honorable Board has been currently in- 
formed by me, as well as by the reports submitted by the several com- 
mittees. ‘ 

The State has been more or less canvassed as to its feeble minded 
persons, both in the various institutions and at large in the private 
homes and otherwise. This has been done through personal effort, by 
regular persistent correspondence, and by the Secretary of the State 
Board of Charities, as well as by a field worker now in the course of visi- 
tation to the various counties in the State. In addition to all this, un- 
solicited inquiries for the placement of feeble minded children have 
been coming in from various sections of the State, so that the seeming 
difficulty on our opening will be the incapacity of accommodating 
them all. 

DEFINITION OF FEEBLE MINDEDNESS. 


Feeble mindedness, as it is commonly used, both in professional and 
lay parlance, is rather a vague, yet comprehensive term. It includes 
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all conditions of abnormal mentality down to absolute idiocy to the 
verge of mania. The words “idiot,” “imbecile,” “defective,” “delin- 
quent,” “degenerate,” and even “dement,” in the initial stage, are all 
included in this most comprehensive term. In medical language, how- 
ever, according to its lexicographers, feeble mindedness has usually 
been defined, in a general way, as idiocy, of which there are a number 
of different classifications. Some of our more modern authorities, how- 
ever, claim that the term idiocy in its collective sense, has almost van- 
ished from scientific reports, and that feeble mindedness is taking its 
place. Be that as it may, I use both terms separately and collectively, 
and especially feeble mindedness in the sense that it implies any mental 
deficiency short of insanity. 

Feeble mindedness is no more plebeian than it is aristocratic, and 
inclines as fully to the latter through marriages of consanguinity, as it 
does to the less fortunate in the middle and lower strata of society. As 
the term feeble mindedness is more or less loosely and vaguely used by 
people, without having a definite idea of its real signification, and 
especially the expression to be given it in our institution, it may be well 
to define it at some length; also to give some inkling of the methods for 
the care, treatment and training of the poor unfortunate so afflicted. 

As a rule, backward or feeble minded children have poorly developed 
bodies—their muscular activity being especially deficient, as shown by 
awkward and uncertain movements. “Mental awakening generally fol- 
lows increased physical development and a modified system of educa- 
tional gymnastics—meaning the prompt execution of precise and careful 
movements of the various groups of muscles at the command of the 
teacher. This is a mental, as well as physical drill, and would be of 
little value, if the knowledge could not be practically exemplified in the 
way of making feeble minded children happier, more self-reliant, more 
useful, and more normal. It is also conceded that in institutional life, 
notwithstanding the many special advantages not to be obtained else- 
where, there is more or less opportunity for profiting by the teachings 
of experience, and by the far reaching deductions that even a feeble 
minded child may make.” 

Aside from the normal children who are ordained to become the most 
desirable citizens, there is unfortunately a large class of children that 
is abnormal through the influence of heredity at birth and after birth, 
through accident, malnutrition, illenvironment, bad association, and 
faulty upbringing. These lamentable types of abnormal childhood, 
possess equal, if not more, claims upon our merciful sympathies than 
normal children. These defectives, be they temporary or otherwise, if 
not judiciously cared for, educated and trained from almost infancy up 
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to adolescence, will be apt to fill in the future, as in times present and 
past, our almshouses, infirmaries, asylums, reformatories and prisons. 
Indeed, the very lack of special institutional care and training produces 
paupers, defectives, and criminals which cost the State hundreds of 
thousands annually, not to say anything about the effect on public 
morals and citizenship. . 

Unquestionably, when the institution is opened for active operation, 
there will likely be many more applicants for admission than for which 
care can be assured. This will be very disappointing to many of our 
friends, but according to our charter, the inmates of the State’s institu- 
tions must be given the preference, and after that requirement is met, 
the remaining vacancies for admission will be open to the people of the 
State. The present institutional buildings, when completed, furnished, 
and appointed will furnish comfortable quarters for only about one 
hundred and thirty inmates. From the preliminary investigations 
already made it would appear that the number of mentally defective 
children in the private homes of the State is much greater than was at 
first supposed. These are not particularly confined to the more or less 
indigent, but are represented in all classes of society—rich and poor, 
high and low. 

A human being, child or adult, simply temporarily abnormal, imbe- 
cile, or defective from the want of proper treatment should not be per- 
mitted to become a burden to himself or herself, to his or her impover- 
ished family, or to the community at large. Neglect in such cases 
tends to fill our almshouses, reformatories, infirmaries, asylums and 
prisons. If the State for the time is unable to formulate and enforce 
preventives of abnormal birth, it, at least, ought to, in self-defense, 
promptly take such action as will insure treatment for such congenital 
unfortunates, as well as for that large class of imbeciles or defectives 
who become so after birth. These types are not amenable to the care 
and treatment usually afforded in almshouses, infirmaries, asylums, 
reformatories, and hospitals. They are a class unto themselves, and 
should be kindly cared for and trained in specific institutions devoted 
to their peculiar needs. This is what the North Carolina School for the 
Feeble Minded is intended to be. It has a special mission of its own to 
perform that is entirely different and distinct from that of any public 
school, orphanage, asylum, almshouse, charitable institution, or reform- 
atory. It will take hold of unfortunates who should not be in such 
institutions, and if possible, of those outside, in the homes of the rich 
and poor alike, and even at large, so that they will be no longer a men- 
ace to themselves or to society. 
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ELEVATION OF THE SUBMERGED. 


The desire to elevate the average man and woman of the submerged 
stratum of society to a higher scale of progressive wellbeing is now being 
evidenced in Christianized communities more actively than in all the 
previous history of mankind. It does not rest in the good work for the 
fairly normal, but it seeks the debased adult, male and female, thus pur- 
suing hitherto untrodden channels of degeneracy and debauchery to 
their utmost lairs, whether it be in the home, in the harlotry, on the 
streets, or institutions devoted to the care of the indigent, afflicted, 
degenerate, or criminal. Some of these commendable agencies in 
remedial and reformatory measure begin with the State—involving gov- 
ernment, law, politics, morals, and society in their varied and extended 
functions. We, however, in our sociological work, believe in beginning 
with the child, and through it reaching the parents and the home, and 
through these the various ramifications of the community and ulti- 
mately the State, which should be, in a way, the godfather of its unfor- 
tunate citizens. 

The increase of pauperism, degeneracy, and crime without uniform 
and well digested measures being taken for their prevention or abate- 
ment—together with the avoidable ills of childhood, motherhood, and 
womanhood generally, have engrossed the minds and aroused the sympa- 
thies of humanitarians and publicists nearly everywhere to the extent 
of making sociological action imperative. The latter is now being taken 
in a thousand and one different directions, but all converging to the 
primal point—the uplift of down trodden humanity. Is it any wonder 
then, that we have suffragette societies, settlement. workers, motherhood 
associations, children’s aid societies, day nurseries for the children of 
working women, homes for unprotected girls and boys, havens of rest 
and care for the misguided and unfortunate, combinations for the pre- 
vention of the white slave traffic, and of the spread of the white plague— 
betterment associations, juvenile courts, and numberless other organized 
utilities for the care and control of the helpless and irresponsible degen- 
erate—not to speak of other associations devoted to the regeneration of 
society itself, and to the improvement of popular government ? 

In the persistent sociological efforts being made on all sides and in 
all directions, none have been more marked, of late years, than that 
which concerns the care, treatment and training of the feeble minded. 
As we all know, the latter, as a class, have dull perceptions, feeble power 
of attention, weak will power, uncertain memory, and defective judg- 
ment. It has been clearly demonstrated that to attempt to arouse these 
dormant faculties by forcing upon them “abstract truths of ready made 
knowledge,” is utterly futile. The teaching must be direct, simple and. 
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practical. “The feeble minded child must be made to do, to see, to 
touch, to observe, to remember, and to think.” ‘These faculties must be 
utilized to the fullest extent, and according to authoritative opinion, the 
varied and attractive occupations and busy work which are so important 
a part of modern graphic methods of education for normal children, 
must be utilized. However, this is only one part—and a very vital part 
of the great sociological work in the upbuilding of the feeble minded 
child, the man and the woman of subnormal characteristics, and through 
this means forming the more perfect state and the best form of govern- 
ment for the people. To repeat—the mainspring of nearly all the move- 
ments referred to, is the little child—the babe born and the babe un- 
born, that it shall come unto us in the purity of the image of the God 
who created it—wholesome and undefiled in its innocence and helpless- 
ness. This is the great unending ery of awakening humanity through- 
out the civilized world. The Christian mothers, God bless them! were 
the first to take it up, and it will ring throughout Christendom down the 
ages, until states and governments will finally bow down before it for 
the better care, kinder treatment, and wiser training of all the helpless, 
irresponsible waifs of humanity. 

If a normal, healthy adult citizen costs the State a considerable 
amount to raise him to maturity—then on pecuniary grounds alone, 
aside from all moral and humane considerations, and the accrued bene- 
fits sociologically resulting to the State—why should not the latter 
make a like investment for the regeneration of the improvable imbecile, 
instead of letting him become a pauper or criminal, adding a hundred 
fold to the taxable costs of the people and afflicting the community with 
preventable perils? The State is more safe, at least, in giving him a 
better outlook in life, and in making him partly self-supporting. Is it 
not better, as a plain business proposition, to render him harmless for 
evil doing, and to make him part way normal, contented and happy in 
his segregation from society at large, where he will have no opportunity 
to perpetuate his kind, and at the same time render the people and the 
State some service in material and social ways? 

The answer to all this will be found in the humane and scientific 
regenerative work of the North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded, 
when properly placed on a broad and liberal basis. Its operations then 
will show it to be one of the best investments that the people of the State 
could have made—for it means no loss, but incalculable moral, social 
and material gain. It will enrich society in ways that are paramount 
to all monetary considerations, by largely freeing it from the great and 
‘growing incubi of degeneracy and mendacity, pauperism and criminal- 
ity. This kind of investment begins in the segregation, care and train- 
‘ing of the feeble minded child, and steadily goes on increasing its ben- 
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efits, until they become self-multiplying. An institution of this kind 
conserves the existing degeneracy in the most potential and effective 
manner known to human intelligence and experience, and paves the way 
for the generations to come to be healthy and normal. 

It seems to me that through the work of trying to uplift degenerate 
humanity from the child to the adult we are attempting to carry out 
more fully the divine injunction in its pristine purity to increase and 
multiply on lines of natural normal selection as originally ordained by 
the Creator. The poor, the lame, the halt, the blind, the deaf, the dumb, 
and those otherwise afflicted, we have always had with us, and still have 
with us, but it is a very grave question in these modern days whether 
much of all this could not have been prevented in the ages past and not 
have been handed down from generation to generation. In the accumu- 
lated intelligence of the twentieth century it does not appear that we 
have made any material advance in this direction. We should consider 
that with all our enlightenment we are still in our swaddling clothes, 
and have made slow progress in the altruistic uplift of general humanity. 
Evolution to better conditions by the mass of mankind moves slowly 
and haltingly. Time, work, experience, and the wider spread of general 
intelligence alone can bring it about. We are now using all these 
requisites in a broader, deeper, and more humane way than was em- 
ployed in the past. We have simply but taken a step in advance of our 
progenitors, in attempting to regenerate defective humaanity, and those 
that follow after us will take more steps forward, let us hope, to the point 
where human misery and wretchedness will be forever ended. 

In a well regulated institution for the feeble minded, such as the 
North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded is intended to be, the 
child’s whole life will be carefully supervised. “He will be told when to 
get up in the morning; what garments to put on, when to go to meals, 
what articles of food he shall eat. He will be kept from danger of all 
kinds, his daily duties will be conducted, and even his pleasures will be 
plainly indicated and prescribed. Finally, he will be told when to go to 
bed at night. This guardianship will be absolutely necessary for not 
only his own immediate welfare, but that he may acquire the proper 
habits of life.” All this will be accomplished in such a way that the 
child’s personality will be developed and brought out and not lost sight 
of or extinguished. No effort will be spared to bring into each child’s 
life and experience a knowledge of common events and familiarity with 
the manners and customs of ordinary life. 

The daily life of the North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded 
will be based upon and closely resemble, to start with, “the ordinary 
routine of a moderate sized community, and as far as possible, will illus- 
trate the various forms of life in vogue in other wellknown communal 
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associations, with its cares, duties, privileges, responsibilities, and its 
little joys and pleasures. On each inmate will be impressed, with reason- 
able certainty, that welldoing will bring its reward, while wrongdoing 
will mean an ultimate curtailment of some cherished pleasure or priv- 
ilege. No corporal punishment will be administered. To keep the boys 
and girls healthy and happy and out of mischief occupation and recrea- 
tion will be provided for every hour in the day. Indeed every boy and 
girl in good bodily health will have some daily work assigned them, 
according to their age, size and capacity. This work will be as much as 
possible frequently changed, in order to familiarize them with the 
various kinds of occupations going on in the household, shop, garden, 
orchard, stable and farm.” Sunday forenoons will be devoted to moral 
and religious exercises, and the afternoons to wholesome innocent recrea- 
tion under proper supervision. An experienced scientific authority in 
this line of work says: “Aside from the immediate disciplinary and edu- 
cational value of this great and much needed work, the only possible way 
that a feeble minded person can be fitted to lead a harmless, happy and 
contented existence after he has grown to adult life is by acquiring in 
youth the capacity for some form of useful work. And nowhere can this 
be attained except in institutions specifically devoted to the care and 
training of such mental defectives.” 

Dr. Henry Goddard, one of the highest yeas 8 authorities in this 
country on the care and training of the feeble minded, says: “It is a 
mistake to attempt to teach the mentally defective the very high grades 
which are only recognized by experts who make up the special classes. 
Such children can be taught to do a good deal that looks like valuable 
work. They can make number combinations; they can go through the 
form of reading; they can do a certain amount of writing, but that they 
do this intelligently or can be made to do it intelligently, I am inclined 
to deny. If we banish bookwork from the feeble minded classes what 
shall we do? The answer is clear: If we can not train through the eye 
upon the printed page, or the ear, we can train the hand, and training 
children to do things is vastly easier and simpler than training them to 
read about things. The one thing that fits all of them—the thing that 
draws out whatever is to be drawn out of them is the training of the 
hand—manual training. The things they can do with the hand, they do 
with wonderful success. In this they are interested; this they do with 
great joy; it arouses in them a feeling of satisfaction in accomplishing 
something. Every one connected with the institutions for the feeble 
minded knows this. In fact for feeble minded children this sort of work 
is the only thing that means real mental development. The child may 
learn a great many things by rote without ever thinking about them at 
all. However, he can not do things with his hands without thinking 
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about what he is doing, until he has done it so often that it has become 
automatic.” 

Another notable and experienced authority on the care and train- 
ing of the feeble minded observes that the creation of specific institu- 
tions for such mental defectives is the only rational thing for society to 
do. If needs be, they should be kept segregated and colonized for life, 
and be cared for so that they will be as content, happy and useful as it is 
possible for them to be. He says: “The crime of the age, from the 
social standpoint, is to turn these children loose in the world at fourteen 
years of age, as is done in Germany, England and the United States to 
a very large extent. However, we have now institutions, both in this 
country and Europe, who keep these people for life. Many think that 
this is a large undertaking and practically impossible, but we must not 
forget that these people have to be taken care of somehow, and at much 
greater expense to the community than if segregated and colonized, , 
where they would be in some measure self-supporting. They are in the 
world and must be cared for until they pass out of it. It is certainly 
cheaper, as well as more humane, more rational, and better for society 
and the State to take care of them in institutions where their labor can 
be used to good advantage, rather than let them go uncared for and 
untrained in the community, eking out a miserable existence, and calling 
upon society and the State to help them even at that. This says nothing 
about a large percentage of them who become criminals and so destroy 
tenfold more than they would otherwise cost in institutions specifically 
adapted to their custodial care and training.” 

The Superintendent of the Bristol-Nelson (Tenn.) School for the 
Feeble Minded says: “Feeble mindedness is simply an arrest of mental 
development. God help the imbecile. More dark their lot than the 
dumb or deaf, the cripple, or the blind. This is the class we are neglect- 
ing in the South today. The State has loosed its pursestrings and opened 
wide its doors to the deaf and dumb, the blind and insane, but no door 
has been opened, no pursestrings loosed, no helping hand offered to these 
feeble minded little ones who must be babes forever although full grown. 
It is a blot on the fair name of the chivalrous South to let this class of 
unfortunates be harbored in our poorhouses and insane ansylums, and 
because they are misunderstood, often incarcerated in our jails with 
hardened criminals. 

“Every State in our beautiful Southland should in the near future 
organize some serious and systematic effort for the development of their 
feeble minded. Every little hand should be trained to usefulness; every 
eye trained to see the beauties of this world; every ear trained to hear 
its sound and voices; every tongue trained to express the thoughts of an 
awakened brain; every life should be made fuller, happier and more

useful. Oh, you men and women—you representative men and women 
of the South, I wish that I had the power to say some word that would so 
burn into your hearts that you would never rest until every State in the . 
South had thrown open its doors for the care, protection and develop- 
ment of the feeble minded children in its midst.” 

Rev. J. T. Mastin, D.D., Secretary of the State Board of Charities 
and Corrections, Richmond, Va., says: “The most valuable asset of the 
nation is its children. What the next generation shall do for the uplift 
of ‘the race will depend upon what the present generation does for the 
children. The highest calling of men and women is to bring into the 
world children that measure up to high standards physically and men- 
tally, and so train them that they will do the best work possible in the 
time given them to live. The family that is strongest and that will live 
longest is the family that trains its children most efficiently, and that 
begins the training before these children are born. The nation that 
thus educates its children will rule the world. The principal test of the 
advance in civilization is the interest of the nation in the weakest of its 
people.” 

Hastings H. Hart, LL.D., Director of Child Helping of the Russell 
Sage Foundation, New York City, says: “It is recognized that for the 
feeble minded child, institutional care is a necessity, and it is rapidly 
coming to be recognized that every feeble minded girl should be taken in 
charge before the age of puberty; that she be cared for in an institution 
during the whole of the childbearing period, as the most practical and 
effective method of preventing the multiplication of feeble minded chil- 
dren, who become delinquents, paupers, prostitutes, or a burden upon the 
community in some way. 

“Tt is recognized also that there should be permanent institutional 
care for a very large proportion of epileptics. There is no class of 
children more in need of sympathy of the community than the epilep- 
tic child. The cripple, too, should be cared for. Educational institu- 
‘tions for the training of a considerable proportion of delinquent chil- 
dren are recognized as a necessity in the community. We all know that 
a large proportion of the children sent to juvenile reformatories are 
defective. A considerable number are children of feeble mind. The 
number of feeble minded is probably twenty-five per cent of all the 
boys and girls confined in juvenile reformatories. 

“We now recognize that a large number of children are absolutely 
inaccessible to the reformatory methods which we customarily employ 
with the normal] child, and the result is we are already establishing insti- 
‘tutions for defective delinquents. Take the class of delinquent girls 
sent to industrial schools; twenty-five to thirty per cent of them need 
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not be disciplined, prayed over or labored with as delinquents; what 
they need is to be cared for and guarded and sheltered as defectives.” 

Dr. Wiliam Francis Drewry, Superintendent of the Central State 
Hospital, Petersburg, Va., says: “The term ‘mental defective’ is used in 
its generic sense, embracing those individuals who have no intelligence 
and those whose intelligence is decidedly subnormal; that is, the idiot, 
the imbecile, and the feeble minded. All these represent the various 
degrees of arrested development or amentia, that depends upon either a 
congenital or an acquired defect or disease of the brain that prevents 
or checks its normal evolution, involving to greater or less extent all 
the cerebral functions, while insanity implies mental alienation depend- 
ing entirely upon acquired physical disease, and does not often affect 
one in childhood. 

“Amentia is a comprehensive term which has been used to designate 
an allround want of normal mentality which has existed all the person’s 
life, or since he has been old enough to have his mentality graded. In 
other words, amentia is want of normal efficiency in all departments of 
thought. An idiot is an ament who cannot be taught to be useful in 
any way to himself or others, who is utterly helpless and dependent; 
an imbecile is an ament who can be taught to do useful things under 
the immediate care and direction of others; a feeble minded person 
is one who can be trained and educated to be quite useful, and some- 
times can work independently of outside help, so the work is not too com- 
plicated.” 

Dr. Woods Hutchinson, in discussing the prevention of insanity, 
says: “The vitally important fact of the whole situation is that of all 
those who, under present circumstances, become insane, at least seventy- 
five per cent could have been detected by an expert eye before they 
reached fifteen years of age, and, if curable, given proper training and 
environment; if incurable, isolated and properly dealt with.” If we 
desire to stem the tide of mental defect and disease there must be codper- 
ation of the various forces interested in the betterment of the human race 
and the utilization of every possible agency. 

Segregation, custodial care, and employment on a colony farm, under 
control of the State, should apply to as large a number of the feeble 
minded, epileptics, and confirmed drunkards as possible. In a colony 
many such defectives could be given manual training and do many 
- useful things about the farm, the house, the shops, ete., thereby contribut- 
ing largely to the maintenance of the institution. 

As regards mental backwardness, this is a distinct phase of the 
general subject of mental defectiveness or deficiency. There is quite 
a good proportion of the children attending the public schools, certainly 
three or four per cent who suffer from more or less mental deficiency 
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or backwardness, and consequently are placed at a great disadvantage 
in trying to keep up with the classes as usually formed. These dull 
children cannot be advanced from grade to grade as the normal children 
are, consequently many of them become discouraged and stop school 
with a mere smattering of primary education. Educators, physicians, 
and others interested in child welfare, should recognize the importance, 
the necessity, and the justice of special classes. 

So, from the foregoing, it will be seen that the care and the training of 
the feeble minded is one of the great sociological problems of the times. 
It is probably more far reaching in its scope than any other question 
connected with the general wellbeing of civilized society, for it takes 
within its fold the pauper, the imbecile, the prostitute, the criminal, 
and other human dereliets and irresponsibles who make up the great 
mass of failures in ordinary civilized life. These are the great incubi 
with which the social life, the world over, has to contend. In fact, they 
represent the most vital problems with which the State has to deal. 
Eradicate or modify these evils to a minimum extent and government in 
its social conduct ceases to be the complex and perplexing machine it 
now is. These largely preventable shortcomings of the human kind 
are the majority of nearly all of our social, economic, and political ills. 
They are mainly the outgrowths of a subnormal life, due to previous 
and existing abnormal conditions of the social body politic. Perma- 
nently to reform or improve them, we have to go back to the child, and 
then to its parents, in order to arrive at the primal cause of abnormality, 
as evidenced especially through heredity. Where it is already present 
with us in the living child, youth, or adult, we can merely care for, 
educate, and train by special methods of procedure, the remaining latent 
qualities of normality to better conditions and ends—making life more 
hopeful and content for such unfortunates, by rendering them at least 
more self-helpful. 

Have not our statesmen been more interested in the conservation of 
our natural resources than in the helpless irresponsible human waifs, 
who to a large extent wrongfully fill our State and National pauper, 
deaf, dumb, blind and criminal institutions? In trying to conserve 
our forests, water courses, minerals, ete., have not many of them over- 
looked the fact that the conservation of life—except as in the case of 
animals and plants, to which they have given special attention—is 
equally, if not more important? As yet human life has had but little 
done for its conservation. We spend millions annually in telling farmers 
how to treat the soil and how to prevent diseases in cattle and hogs. 
The State and National governments should be equally interested in the 
conservation of human life, especially in its embryonic, helpless, and 
irresponsible stages. Cattle and hogs, while forming a principal part 
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of the sustenance of our people, do not make the unit of population—the 
family, the group, or the community, that constitutes the State. While 
it is most wise to conserve the food, protect the homes, and to regulate, 
in a general supervisory way, the conduct of the people, it is no less 
essential that the people themselves, individually and collectively, be 
given all the resources at the State’s command to develop along the lines 
of health, normality, and happiness. 

The normal child-unit, continuously developing into adult life, is the 
most important factor in the perpetuity of the State, and therefore 
deserves, as it receives, the best conservation on the part of civilized 
government. Such being the fact, children who fail to come up to the 
standard of normality—who are helpless, irresponsible and unprovided 
for—should become, as it were, the wards of the State to the extent of 
bettering their condition to the point of preventing them from becoming 
paupers, prostitutes, or criminals. Charity, morality, religion, society, 
and the wellbeing of the State demand preventive care and kindly treat- 
ment of these unfortunates on the part of the latter. 

In conclusion, it is authoritatively stated by the United States Cen- 
sus for 1910 that there are 114.3 insane to every 100,000 of population 
in the State of North Carolina. The population of the State in 1910 
was 2,300,000. This gives 2,600 insane in our State institutions and 
at large, as noted by census experts. As a matter of fact, the State 
eared for last year over 4,000 insane, therefore we are justified in 
trebling that number in order to arrive at a fair estimate of the feeble 
minded population of the State, for statisticians of national note claim 
that the average of this country is one feeble minded for every three 
hundred of population. But notwithstanding the researches made by 
the State and National governments in this direction, this estimate may 
be rather under than above the facts, for, owing to family reasons, only 
compulsory information and field work will be able to disclose the real 
truth. The former cannot be for a moment considered, and the latter is 
just in its inception. To sum the matter up—the extent of the feeble 
mindedness in the homes of all classes of society in this State—rich and 
poor, high and low—is only indifferently known even by the general med- 
ical practitioner, and that, according to our ethical code, is largely a 
sealed book to the public, so far as the apparent harmlessness of its 
nature is concerned. But the unfortunate “Skeleton in the closet” is 
there just the same, and the pride, anguish, and sorrow of the family is 
of such a sacred character that it oftentimes finds its only other expres- 
sion in confidence to the man of God. Even the good sympathetic 
neighbors of the community are silent on the subject. The pentup 
anguish of many silently suffering families is now finding fuller vent in 
pathetic communications to this institution. They, in the larger num- 
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ber of instances, come from the mother, who always has the warmest spot 
in her heart for the wayward and the unfortunate. I give some samples 
of the letters received, omitting name and specific address. They

Dr. Hardy was the first Superintendent in the South to ask Dr. CO. B. 
Davenport, secretary of the Eugenics section of the American 
Breeders Association, which is employing me, for a field worker. Dr. 
Dave iport so appreciated Dr. Hardy’s earnest desire and the oppor- 
tunity of opening up the work in the South that he made several efforts 
to secure a donation to pay one. 

The Association is largely composed of eminent scientists and breeders, 
but is reaching out its arms after every patriot, because of the alarming 
increase in the number of defective children in proportion to the popu- 
lation. 

Field work has shown that a feeble minded child never occurs by 
heredity in a fraternity, unless two affected strains have crossed each 
other, and that the defect can be bred out of a family in a few genera- 
tions. 

The ultimate aim of the school is the elimination of feeble minded- 
ness from the race by the segregation of the individuals and the educa- 
tion by field workers of every family that has produced a ease. 

Last summer I heard Dr. H. H. Goddard say at New York Univer- 
sity, and Dr. E. L. Thorndike at Columbia University, that every other 
question before our nation is small beside this. I knew it was s0, 
because they said it, but the full significance of the fact did not bite into 
my comprehension until I did enough field work in North Carolina to

will be used for something else because from end of North Carolina 
to the other, no mother will ever look upon a little child’s face and have 
a heartbreak to see that it has received an impoverished birthright and 
will never be able to fend for itself. 

Many, who have told me where to find feeble minded children, have 
said, “Don’t mention my name. I don’t want them mad with me.” I 
have found nobody resentful about my visits and I have been thanked 
with deepest gratitude for my interest. 

A gentleman and his wife, both as fine as eggshell china and infirm 
with age, have a niece who is a jabbering, epileptic, violent tempered 
imbecile. He said to me, “This is what we have faced every day for 
thirty years. Nobody knows the sorrow but those who have borne it. 
Such as she is, we love her dearly, and would never part with her if she 
were not too great a tax on our daughter. The School is one of the 
greatest blessings that has ever happened to North Carolina.” 

One mother has a twelve year old slobbering idiot that has never 
walked or talked, and three other little children, two of them beautiful. 
She said, “This child takes so much of my time that I can not care for 
my other children properly. She has grown so heavy, lifting her 1 
injuring me. She gets in violent rages, tears off her clothes and throws 
things dangerously. The county gives me $3.00 a month, but that does 
not near take care of her. I know it would be a fine thing for her and 
for my other children for her to go to the School. But I love her more 
than I love everything else, and I feel like I would lose my mind if I 
could not see her every day.” 

The affection of mothers for feeble minded children is terrible. They 
ought to be separated early and forcibly, if necessary. They become 
bound by a thousand fastenings to this crucifix of anguish, and feel 
they will die of misery without its support.

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APPENDIX 


The New Bern Daily Sun, June, 1911, says: 


“The North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded will be established and 
maintained by the State for the care and education of the idiotic and feeble 
minded of six years of age and upwards, and all such persons supported by 
towns, counties and almshouses in the State, who in the judgment of muni- 
cipal and county officials—also officers of town, county or State boards of 
charities—are capable of being benefited by such instruction, shall be com- 
mitted to this institution. 

“The order of admittance for feeble minded persons to the benefits of the 
institution is as follows: 

“First, feeble minded persons who are now in public institutions sup- 
ported entirely at public expense. 

“Second, feeble minded persons in public institutions not supported as 
aforesaid. 

“Third, feeble minded persons who are not in any institution of the 
State, who have no parents, kinsmen, or guardians bound by law to sup- 
port such persons, and are unable to provide for them, and who are com- 
mitted by the clerk of the court. 

“Fourth, those residing within the State whose parents, kinsmen, or 
guardians, bound by law to support such persons, are unable to pay. 

“Fifth, persons of other States whose parents, kinsmen, or guardians 
are willing to pay. 

“The above stated provisions will give a pretty good idea of what the School 
is to be. It is not to be for the insane, but for those capable of educational 
training. The purpose is to take these unfortunates and make of them valu- 
able citizens. And there is a great field of usefulness for such an institution, 
for in every community, and in most public and private schools, may be found 
one or more persons who, in some respects, are feeble minded. 

“In admitting persons to the proposed institution, the indigent and destitute 
are to be given the preference; but provision can be made for those who can 
pay, and the best training is to be provided. The reclamation of a human 
being is a great and noble work—and that will be the work of the proposed 
school.” 


Raleigh News and Observer, June 27, 1911: 


“The new State School for the Feeble Minded, provided for by the General 
Assembly this year, will be located at Kinston, though magnificent offers were 
made the State by Lillington and Washington. The decision was reached by 
the Board of Trustees in executive session yesterday afternoon at the State 
Department of Education, and the decision of the Trustees was ratified last 
night by the Governor and the Council of State. 

“Dr. Ira M. Hardy, speaking for Washington, reviewed the generous offer 
made by that enterprising city, and said that the proposed site was to include 
985 acres on Chocowinity Creek, about one hundred and fifty acres of which 
were cleared, and two seining beaches were included, which would yield about 
$1,200 per year alone, and that the citizens had pledged $18,000, leaving 
$12,000 to be paid by the State. 
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“The county seat of Harnett—Lillington—also wanted the School badly 
enough to offer 990 acres of land, and the Raleigh and Southport Railway, 
through its president, John A. Mills, proposed to add $2,000 cash and a free 
railroad siding. The land offered by the city—three farms «ltogether—would 
have cost $18,000, and there is enough timber on the land to build the School. 
The main features that defeated Lillington’s proposition were lack of deep 
wells and a city electric light system. The most active member of the com- 
mittee that tried to get the School for Lillington was Senator John R. Baggett, 
who had behind him the most substantial citizens of the town and county. 

“The Trustees and Council of State passed more or less extended resolu- 
tions of thanks to the people of both Washington and Lillington for the mag- 
nificent offers of sites. 

“The claims of Kinston were presented by Mr. W. D. LaRoque, mayor of 
that city, particularly the unusually fine health conditions, the abundant and 
pure water provided by flowing artesian wells, and the city’s offer of free 
water and electric lights to the School for five years. The site selected, now 
known as the Fields Place, includes about nine hundred acres. In addition, 
free lights and water for the five-year period, the School will have a railway 
sidetrack to any desirable point in the grounds.” 


Charity and Children, March 30, 1911, quoting from Deaf Carolinian, says: 


“In our issue of March 4th we announced the birth of another State institu- 
tion. We have asked for it in every biennial report written since our School 
was created. 

“Things do not happen in great humanitarian movements. It takes effort, 
sacrifice, to bring things to pass, and the generation unborn will bless those 
who, for the sake of humanity, lay aside selfishness and self-aggrandizement, 
and do something to alleviate suffering and help to ameliorate the condition 
of afflicted children. An act creating the North Carolina School for the Feeble 
Minded was enacted by the recent General Assembly, and authorized a bond 
issue of $60,000 for the purpose of erecting the first building or buildings, and 
the Governor has appointed a board of nine trustees, who are commissioned to 
create and erect suitable buildings, as far as the fund will go. 

“The locating and launching of this School is a very important factor in the 
future success of the cause for which it is created. The institution ought, of 
course, to be centrally and conveniently located, and a plat of not less than 
two hundred acres of land should be secured, for in the future land value will 
be much increased and it would be a great mistake not to have land sufficient 
for all time to come. 

“One of the most important questions regarding the location of a public 
institution is a water supply, and nothing short of an abundant supply will 
answer. The buildings need not be elaborate, but they should be the best. 
Too often buildings are erected to meet the immediate demands, and in a few 
years are out of date. 

“The Governor has appointed a board composed of good, successful business 
men, and no doubt they will be equal to the task of launching the School, the 
youngest of the State’s institution family. The School ought to have been 
established fifty years ago. The feeble minded are the last of the State’s 
afflicted, dependent class to be provided for. Every taxpayer should cheerfully 
pay his share for this School.” 


4.8 FIRST BIENNIAL REPORT 


Kinston Daily Free Press, June 19, 1911, says: 


“The North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded will very probably be 
the last great public institution established in the State. Sentiment has been 
forming for some time looking to the establishment of an institution of this 
kind. But it was at the meeting of the Seaboard Medical Association in this 
city last fall that such sentiment took definite shape. 

“Tt will be but a few years, though, until the plant thus provided must be 
gradually increased to take care of the applicants for admission. 

“That this is no idle dream would appear certain from the very circum- 
stances of the case. It will be the only institution of the kind in North Caro- 
lina, and the spirit of our people assures us that it will be fully developed 
and made ample for the accomplishment of the purpose for which it has been 
founded. We have dealt liberally with other classes of unfortunates, and it 
is certain the feeble minded will receive similar kindly treatment from the 
State. There are several thousand of this class of unfortunates in North 
Carolina, and these people must and should be cared for. The State having 

‘entered upon this policy, must now care for them, and by far this method is 
the least expensive and more humane. 

“This School will not be an insane asylum, neither will it be a reformatory. 
The insane will go to the State hospitals for the insane and the obstreperous 
will be sent to Concord or back home for attention. The object of the School 
for the Feeble Minded will be to take unfortunates and those who have some 
capacity, develop them into good and useful citizens. It will be to them a 
school in the best sense of the word. It must have a faculty and equipment 
for training. And when once this faculty and equipment are assembled in 
any section, it will not be the policy of the State to establish similar plants 
in other parts of the State, until the one already established has been fully 
developed and becomes incapable of meeting the situation. The State will 
not do this because it would be uneconomical and a waste of money to dupli- 
cate equipment of this character—just as it would be folly to establish an- 
other State University within the commonwealth, rather than to develop the 
one we now have. 

“Insane asylums, of course, are on another basis. They are not schools for 
development and training. They are, in fact, merely houses of treatment 
and detention. 

“Such thoughts should make it clear that there is in North Carolina a great 
future for the School for the Feeble Minded, and that from many points of 
view the community in which it is located may look forward to substantial 
benefits. To society, morally, intellectually and materially, the benefits that 
may be expected will far outweigh any reasonable outlay that may be made.”

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VISITORS 


While we are glad to have parents and friends visit our School, it will 
greatly lighten our work and help much in the administration of the 
School if they will carefully observe the following: 

Our regular visiting day is Wednesday. For persons living at a dis- 
tance, from 10 a. m. to 4:30 p. m., and for others, 2 to 4:30 p. m. 

We earnestly desire visitors to observe Wednesday as devoted to them. 
If the time of officers and employees is encroached upon at other times 
by visitations their legitimate duties are interfered with to the detriment 
of the work. Please do not ask to visit on Sundays. 

When parents wish to visit their children or to take them home, either 
permanently or for a visit, they will greatly facilitate matters by 
notifying the Superintendent beforehand, so that the child may be in 
readiness; our grounds are extensive and the child may be at one of the 
other farms; oftentimes the child’s clothing is widely scattered between 
the wearer, laundry, and the sewing rooms, and unnecessary delay and 
consequent inconvenience are therefore avoided by previous notice. 
When other than relatives of the child visit them it will be necessary for 
them to bring written permission from the children’s relatives, in order 
to see the children. 

Children are not to be taken home except by special permission of the 
Superintendent. No reference should be made to the child as to the time 
of going home, either in letter or otherwise, until after consultation with 
the Superintendent. Many children may become restless and unhappy if 
constantly looking forward to a visit at some (to them) uncertain time. 
Limited accommodations, and employees busily occupied with duties, 
make long visits from parents inadvisable. We can not entertain 
parents overnight, as the space is occupied by some needy child. 


LETTERS. 
The children can write letters and they will be mailed once a week.

ENDOWMENT FUND. 


We wish to call attention to the great need of an Endowment Fund to 
carry on our research and field work, for nothing will do more to create 
interest in and show up the usefulness of our great work than this line of 
procedure. We urge those who have been blessed with the means and 
have benevolent hearts, to contribute liberally to this fund. 
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RESEARCH AND FIELD WORK. 


Research work implies accurate information about everything of value 
relating to the child; also of examination and experimental work con- 
nected with its wellbeing mentally and physically. The trained eye, the 
listening ear, and the helpful hand are brought into requisition in con- 
nection with the use of instruments of precision, which soon determine 
the actual mental and physical condition of the child. 

The most rigid and best study of children is that of the laboratory, 
with the use of instruments of precision in connection with sociological 
data, and the only reliable way to get the latter is through trained field 
workers who go out among the families of the children in the institu- 
tion and learn the family history, if possible, for generations back. It is 
important to find out what mental and physical characteristics are com- 
mon to each family. This is just as necessary as laboratory tests to show 
the mentality of the child, for the reason that heredity plays a larger 
part in the cause of feeble mindedness than environment. The field 
worker studies both in tracing up the family history, and thus gathers 
data that is of vast importance to the specialist in the laboratory. It is 
through these means that we are enabled intelligently to awaken the dull 
or stupid mind, and to build up the enfeebled body. While the visits of 
the field worker are mainly for the study of genealogy and family 
traits, yet she is largely a social worker, making, so far as possible, sug- 
gestions as to better living, and explaining the established laws of inheri- 
tance as proven by scientific investigation. (See Field Worker’s Re- 
port.) .

BIENNIAL REPORT 


OF THE 


North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded 


Kiyston, N. C., December 1, 1914. 
To His Excellency, Locks Crate, 
Governor of North Carolina. 


Sir :—We, the Board of Trustees of the North Carolina School for 
the Feeble Minded, beg to ask your careful consideration of this, our 
biennial report of the work, progress and needs of the institution over 
which we have been appointed to exercise supervision. The period 
from December 1, 1912, to December 1, 1914, covered by this report, 
embraces the greater part of the life of this institution. Owing to the 
fact that no appropriation was made by the regular session of the legis- 
lature of 1913 for continuing the constructive work of the institution, 
we were compelled to suspend active work till the appropriation made 
by the special session of the legislature in September, 1913, became 
available. At said special session of the legislature there was appro- 
priated $68,934.17 to be used for the following purposes:

At the annual meeting of the Board of Trustees on December 6, 
1913, Dr. A. A. Kent, Mr. Charles Dewey, and Mr. J. D. Boushall were 
elected as the Executive Committee for the next year. 

They were instructed to use the first funds available, for the payment 
of the outstanding indebtedness of the school and to resume and complete 
the constructive work, looking to the opening of the institution at the 
earliest date possible. 

Prior to the meeting of the Board of Trustees on February 18, 1914, 
very little of this work had been done on account of lack of funds; all 
expenditures up to that time of any consequence having been made in 
payment of outstanding obligations. 

The greater part of the debts had been paid prior to the date of this 
meeting which was duly reported to the Board by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

At this meeting, Dr. C. Banks McNairy of Lenoir, N. C., was duly 
elected Superintendent of the school for the remainder of the year. His 
election and tenure of office to go into effect at once. Funds were now 
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available with which to rush to completion and open the school, and in- 
structions were given to the Executive Committee and Superintendent to 
proceed with the work with all reasonable dispatch. At its annual meet- 
ing held at the offices of the school on December 16, 1914, the Board 
was highly pleased with the progress made and the character of the 
work done by the Executive Committee and the Superintendent in thus 
far completing, equipping and furnishing the institution, and also in 
organizing a faculty and working force for the successful opening of 
the institution. The Board was greatly gratified with the manifest gen- 
eral improvement and happy and healthy condition of the children under 
the very excellent management of the Superintendent and his efficient 
corps of assistants. ; 

The Board of Trustees beg to make the following recommendations 
to the coming legislature of 1915 for the welfare and urgent needs of 
the institution : 

1. That the name of the institution be changed to the Caswell Train- 
ing School. 

2. That the laws be changed and enacted as suggested by the Super- 
intendent’s report. 

3. And that appropriations be made for the different purposes as 
recommended in the Superintendent’s report, as follows:

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Kinston, N. C., December 16, 1914. 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the North Carolina School for 
the Feeble Minded: 


We, your Executive Committee, beg to submit the following report: 
Thinking that you are more interested in the things done and the 
work accomplished than in the details and tedious work of overcoming 
hindrances and obstacles, and especially of trying to obtain results with 
less funds than are actually necessary for their accomplishment, we give 
results briefly. 
Oxp Dersrts. 


The first matter of prime importance directed to be done by the Com- 
mittee was the payment of the outstanding debts of the School. Of the 
sum appropriated by the special session of 1913 for that purpose, $19,- 
891.17, we found that $7,182.15 had been paid out by our predecessors 
on old accounts, leaving the sum of $12,709.02 to be expended by this 
committee. On January 1, 1914, we issued warrants for $8,849.10 of 
said debts, as was reported to your Board at its last meeting. In ac- 
cordance with the instructions of the Board on February 18, 1914, we 
issued warrants for $4,199.69 on said debts. 

There was so much trouble growing out of the fact that certain of 
these debts were not being paid that we held a meeting of the Committee 
in Raleigh on May 16, 1914. The chairman of the Board, Dr. J. Y. 
Joyner, Attorney General Bickett, and Treasurer Lacy, were invited to 
meet with us for the purpose of considering how best to dispose of these 
debts. 

After consulting Mr. Bickett and Mr. Lacy and obtaining their ap- 
proval, it was ordered that these debts be paid out of the Maintenance 
fund, which was done and warrants issued them and subsequently for 
$1,941.36. The $250 due York & Cobb, contractors, was forfeited by 
them. There are now none of the old debts outstanding. 


SEWER. 


The sewer line which was being put in by the management of the 
school has been completed and all connections with the several buildings 
have been properly made, at a cost of $862.78 for the unfinished work. 
Great difficulty was encountered in finishing this work due to much 
quicksand to be gone through. An experienced man was finally em- 
ployed to finish it. Curbing and coffers had to be used to retain the 
walls of sand till the pipe could be laid, thus entailing additional cost. 
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RESERVOIR. 


The excavation for the reservoir was done under the direction of Mr. 
Rosemond at a cost of $357.58. Competitive bids were asked for on the 
work of building the reservoir. The best. bid being $1,198 which was 
accepted and paid upon completion of the reservoir—the total cost of 
reservoir being $1,555.58. 


Water Main ann SteAm Pires LIne. 


Bids were asked for on both of these lines and the work of putting 
them in was left to the lowest bidder in each case. As we had on hand 
much of the material for both lines, we furnished the other necessary 
material for the completion of these lines. The total cost of these lines 
were $4,085.64. We were later compelled to put in a duplicate steam 
pipe line from the boiler house to the laundry and kitchen, and to put 
in reducing valves on the main steam pipe line. 


Heatine Two Dormrrorizs. 


The plan of heating the two dormitories was changed because the 
original plan was found to be expensive to construct, and to entail heavy 
expense In running. Hence the steam heat system was adopted. The 
contract was let on competitive bid to B. MacKenzie of Greensboro, 
N. C., for the sum of $3,500. Two-hundred gallon hot water tanks to 
be put under each of the two dormitories being included in the bid. 
The contract was completed as to one of the buildings prior to November 
1st, and the sum of $1,750 was paid for same. The other has been 
completed since. 


Powrr Hovusz, Pump anp Launpry. 


A cheap structure was built over the boilers which had previously 
been located, said boiler house costing $860. This cheap structure was 
built in order to keep within bounds of our appropriation. 

The contract which we found had been entered into previously for the 
laundry equipment to cost $3,400 was felt by the committee to be too 
expensive; and the original plan of laundry building it was found would 
cost $5,000. We finally succeeded in getting the bill for the equipment 
down to $2,707.70; and changed the plan for the building so as to 
reduce the cost there also. The lowest bid on the new plan adopted for 
the building was $2,515. .

CaTTLE, FENCE AND Barn. 


The Superintendent expended $580 in the purchase of nine good 
grade Holstein cows. We need five more cows to furnish milk for pres- 
ent use. 

We have built, in all, 550 rods of barn lot and pasture fence, some 
being made of woven wire and barb wire, enclosing between 150 and 200 
acres of land. Cost of material in fence $498. We need about 150 
rods additional fence to enclose the entire farm. 

Our barn is under process of construction and when completed will 
have cost about $2,500. 


FURNITURE AND FURNISHINGS. 


The matter of furnishing the buildings preparatory to opening the 
school has proven to be a much larger undertaking than we had antici- 
pated. We have expended for this purpose $5,254.72, but this equip- 
ment was absolutely necessary to the opening of the school. 


ScrEeEenInG BuILprnes. 


Since the school was to be opened in midsummer it was imperatively 
necessary that all windows and doors should be well screened so as to 
exclude mosquitoes and flies. This, we submitted for competitive bids, 
the price being $500. 

WATER SuPPLy. 


One of the most serious problems that we have encountered has been 
that of securing an adequate supply of water. One of the artesian wells 
was not flowing when we took in charge the work. We procured a 
specialist to put it in repair on contract at a cost of $100. We then 
found that we had only about fifteen gallons per minute which was to- 
tally inadequate for the present demands of the school. The water 
closets could not be flushed as needed, there was not sufficient water for 
baths and ordinary domestic purposes and none whatever for fire protec- 
tion. Your committee negotiated and closed a contract with the Syd- 
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nor Pump and Well Company of Richmond, Va., to bore a ten inch well 
near the boiler house. This we did in full expectation of securing a 
water supply sufficient for all future uses of the school. To our great 
disappointment, after sinking this well 500 feet, we have found almost 
no water. We have suspended further effort to secure water awaiting 
the meeting of your board. . 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE. 


We have expended for general maintenance $15,603.94. This sum 
includes all expenses of board meetings, executive committee meetings, 
salaries, feed purchased for teams and cattle, labor on farm, of making 
clearings and of building fences, and numerous other expenses in addi- 
tion to the ordinary living expenses of the school. 

This being both a custodial and an educational institution, it necessi- 
tates a force of attendants for custodial care and a faculty for educa- 
tional work, requiring a larger expenditure per capita than for an insti- 
tution doing only educational or custodial work. Furthermore, these 
‘ children are in the institution twelve months in the year, and to the 
other expenses must be added that of clothing. The per capita cost in 
opening the institution is of necessity higher than in an old established 
one. Our estimate, based upon our short experience, is $20 per month. 
‘Thus far we have received only State wards.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Kiyston, N. C., December 16, 1914. 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the North Carolina School for 
the Feeble Minded: 

In making this, my first report, I deem it proper to make the follow- 
ing statement: 

I wish to express my high appreciation to my engineer, principal, 
stewardess, and matron, and all subordinates for the loyal support and 
encouragement they have given me. And further, I wish to make 
acknowledgment to the citizens of Kinston and Lenoir County for the 
courtesies and encouragement they have both shown and given me, 
which has been such a comfort and without which, my labors would 
have been more trying. 

On taking charge of your institution, I was somewhat aware of the 
magnitude of this work, and it was with considerable misgivings that 
I gave up my life’s work and old friends for a new field and new work, 
but the truth is, the responsibilities and cares, labors and trials involved 
in this work had not fully dawned upon me, and I am frank to confess 
to your honorable body I have not accomplished what I had hoped. 

It was quite a disappointment to me when I found so much of the 
constructive work yet to be completed and the length of time necessary, 
and owing to the scarcity aud high cost of labor and to the excessive 
rains of the early spring, I was unable to finish in the expected time that 
I thought I should, and had it not been for the encouragement of your 
Executive Committee, and especially the advice, counsel and friendship 
of Mr. Chas. Dewey, I no doubt would have long since fallen by the 
wayside. 

We were able, however, to begin to receive pupils July 1st, and as per 
instructions of your Committee on Reception, we admitted, to begin 
with, only fifteen girls. These were supposed to be of the highest grades 
of the applications on hand. The committee’s instructions were that we 
receive the higher grade girls, a limited number, and gradually increase 
as circumstances and conditions would permit, giving preference to the 
applications on file. 

Owing to the fact that the Superintendent was inexperienced and not 
permitted to visit or see the pupils before being admitted, there were 
many errors and almost insurmountable obstacles brought about from 
these conditions, as we had nothing except the applications to guide us. 

We had hoped to give each child, upon entering the institution, the 
Simon-Binet Mental Test, and thereby grade them mentally, but we soon 
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found that we had a herculean task in governing, providing food, cloth- 
ing, ete., therefore we were unable to give any special study of the men- 
tality of the individual pupil. 

Here again many were the questions that arose of which we had never 
dreamed. Not only in our duties to the children and our institution, 
but in relation to the public, and especially to the parents of our 
inmates. 

So far, we have received none except as State wards. We have been 
gradually increasing until we have received in all, 122. Two have 
been granted an indefinite leave of absence, two were taken back as per 
advice of the Superintendent, four being of a very low type, were 
returned over the protest of parents, two were permitted to visit homes, 
but were never returned, and nine were taken away by parents over 
protest and advice of the Superintendent. 

The object of our School Department is to train whatever is “train- 
able” in the child. 

Some are apt in their reading, some (a few) in arithmetic, some in 
drawing, in writing, there are others in nothing pertaining to books. 
The latter class, including the epileptics, idiots, the ones who can’t talk, 
and the very simple minded, are in a class to themselves and are called 
the “Outdoor” Class. 

These classes, one for boys and one for girls, are under the care of the 
-matrons, supervised by the principal. They are taught to lace, tie and 
button their shoes. To do this, the top parts of old shoes are tacked on 
a board of convenient size, making them much easier to be handled. 
Likewise cloth with buttons and buttonholes is tacked on boards. 

Mats are given to those who have mastered the buttoning and lacing. 
These mats teach the beginning of weaving and darning. 

Some are skilled with their fingers, while others forget as soon as 
they have learned. 

The “School Proper” includes the ones who go in the school rooms 
and are taught as normal children are taught. Of course, with these 
children, “Patience and Repetition” are the keynotes. 

The method used is the one which seems especially adapted for these 
children: namely, the Aldine Method, a combination of the word and 
phonetic method. The other subjects are taught using this method as 
a basis. 

Two characteristics, love of music and an apt memory, seem predomi- 
nant among these children. With some, they are the only foundations 
we have. With others, the peculiarity of the memory is that it has 
reference especially to personal favors or injuries and not so much as to 
the ability to retain what has been given them in the way of instruc- 
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tion. For instance; for a week cr month or so, they seem to improve 
and learn, then will come a period of lethargy in which the mind seems 
to lag and do nothing. 

Of all the training, musical, school, outdoor, the most important is 
the moral and ethical training. This, of course, is in no. special de- 
partment, but is continuously impressed throughout all departments. 

Besides the regular school, the girls are trained in the dining-room, 
to arrange the tables, place the chairs and serve the food. In the laun- 
dry, to iron neatly and fold the sheets, etce., and in their building, to 
sweep, make beds and keep their dressing rooms in order. Also, they 
have lessons in domestic science, taught by the domestic science teacher. 

The boys are taught to haul, chop, cut wood and grub. They make 
very good dairymen, feeding and milking the cows. Of course, all of 
this 1s under the supervision of the governor of the boys’ dormitory. 
While some of the boys, under the direction of the matrons, become 
very good housekeepers—sweeping, cleaning and making beds. 

With both boys and girls, the desire for personal neatness is always 
kept before them. 

We think quite a few of the boys will be able to do considerable farm 
work. 

As a personal reward for neatness and obedience we permit a limited 
number of the boys to attend church and Sunday school in the city, a 
privilege very highly prized by them. i

Raised on the farm: Four acres in corn, estimated 150 bushels; made 
about 114% tons oat hay; about 514 tons pea hay; raised about ten bush- 
els Irish potatoes; about 120 bushels sweet potatoes; 5 bushels onions;

We have, at present, more than one hundred and fifty applications, 
and requests coming almost daily for blanks accompanied by some of 
the most heart-rending and pathetic appeals from mothers whose finan- 
cial conditions have become embarrassed and who are careworn and 
almost physical and mental wrecks, begging that our institution come to 
their relief, which makes it absolutely necessary that we make plans for 


the future. 
Therefore, I beg to submit, for your consideration, the following rec- 


ommendations: 

First. That the name of our institution be changed to something more 
euphonious and not so odious, such as the North Carolina Training 
School, The Caswell Training School, The Wiley Training School, The 
Neuse River Training School, The Tidewater Training School, or 


The Aycock Training School. 
Second. That the laws pertaining to our institution be changed as 


follows: 


An Aor pertaining to manner of admission of feeble minded 
children and adult feeble minded women and men into the 
North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded, or (Caswell 
Training School) and matters properly connected therewith, 
repealing all laws in conflict therewith and declaring an 
emergency: 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 


SEcTIon 1. That hereafter there shall be received into the Age limits. 
North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded, or (The Caswell 
Training School) subject to such rules and regulations as the 
board of trustees of said institution may adopt, feeble minded 
or idiotic boys and girls between the ages of six and sixteen 
years, and feeble minded women between the ages of sixteen 
and thirty years, who are not pregnant or helpless, and feeble 
minded men between the ages of sixteen and thirty years who 
are not afflicted with any contagious or communicable disease. 

Sec, 2. Application for the admission of a child between the Admission of 
ages of six and sixteen years shall be made to the board of °@dte2. 
trustees of said school with the approval of the board of 
county commissioners of the county wherein such child has a 
legal settlement, and in the following manner: (1) by the 
father, if the father and mother are living together; (2) if the 
father and mother are not living together, then by the one 
having custody of the child; (3) by a guardian duly appointed; 

(4) by the superintendent of any county poor asylum, or by

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the person haying the management of any orphanage, associa- 
tion, charity society, children’s home workers, ministers, teach- 
ers, or physicians, or other institutions where children are 
cared for. Under items 3 and 4, consent of parents, if living, 
is not required. 

In case of adult females or males between the ages of six- 
teen and thirty years, any person may file in the office of the 
Clerk of the Superior Court of any county, his certified peti- 
tion stating that some woman or man (naming her or him) 
of said county is not being or cannot be properly maintained 
or cared for by those who have such person in charge. That 
such woman or man is a feeble minded woman or man; that 
she or he is over sixteen and under thirty years of age; that 
he or she is idiotic or feeble minded; that she or he is in good 
bodily health; that she or he is not helpless; that she or he is 
not afflicted with any chronic or contagious disease; that she 
or he is a menace to society; that she or he is a legal resident 
of the state and county where the application is filed; together 
with such other statements as may be necessary to show that 
she or he is a proper person to be admitted to said department 
of said institution, and that her or his admission thereto 
would be in conformity to the rules and regulations estab- 
lished by the board of trustees of said institution for the ad- 
mission and care of such persons. 

Sec. 3. Hereafter, no adult woman or man shall be admitted 
into The North Carolina School for the Feeble Minded, or (The 
Caswell Training School) unless committed thereto by the 
Superior Court of the county in which such person has a legal 
settlement. 

Upon the filing of an application or a petition in the office 
of the Clerk of the Superior Court of the county in which 
such applicant has a legal settlement, by the proper person, as 
designated in Section 2 of this act, the clerk of said court 
shall issue a Summons to such person named in said applica- 
tion or petition, requiring her, or him, to be and appear before 
said court, or the judge thereof, at.some time to be fixed by 
said clerk, not more than ten days thereafter, and shall bring 
said matter at once to the attention of the judge or clerk of 
said court. That the judge or clerk of said court shall, as soon 
as convenient, pass upon said application or petition, first hav- 
ing had reasonable notice she or he is unable to attend the 
hearing of said matter; and that it shall be the duty of said 
court to examine such witnesses (among whom shall be at 
least one physician) as may be necessary to prove the truth 
or falsity of the statements in said application or petition. 

And if the court finds that each and all of the allegations 
contained in said application or petition are true, and that 
said person is a proper person to be cared for in said institu- 
tion, it shall be its duty to make an order committing the care 
and custody of said person to said institution. And it shall be

the duty of the clerk of said court to make a certified copy of 
said application or petition, and of the finding and judgment 
of said court, and transmit the same, together with a state- 
ment of such facts as can be ascertained concerning the per- 
sonal and family history of such person, to the superintendent 
of said institution, at Kinston, North Carolina. The costs of 
said proceedings shall be allowed and paid by the board of 
county commissioners of said county. 

Sec. 4. Upon receiving such order of commitment it shall 
be the duty of the superintendent of said institution, at once, 
if there is room for any more inmates, or as soon thereafter as 
there shall be room for such person in said institution, to 
notify the clerk of said court that such person will be received 
in said institution. That with such notice said superintendent 
shall send a list of such clothing as shall be prescribed by the 
board of trustees of said institution, and a blank form of 
certificate of health and freedom of exposure to contagious dis- 
ease at such time. In case the parent or custodian of such per- 
son shall be financially unable to furnish the clothing as re- 
quired, the said clerk shall procure such clothing at a cost 
not to exceed twenty dollars ($20), and the payment for same 
shall be made out of the county treasury upon the certificate 
of the clerk and order of the county auditor. 

Src, 5. Upon receiving notice that such person can be ad- 
mitted to such institution, the clerk shall order the parents, 
custodian or applicant to convey such person to said institu- 
tion without expense to the institution or the county. In 
case such parent, custodian or applicant is wholly and finan- 
cially unable to bear such expense said clerk shall convey said 
person to said institution in the same manner and in accord- 
ance with the same forms as are now provided by law for the 
transfer of patients to insane hospitals, so far as they are 
applicable. 

Src. 6. In case the parents of a child between the ages of 
six and sixteeen years are wholly unable to bear the expense 
of furnishing the clothing required by the rules of the board of 
trustees of said school, or of furnishing the money for trans- 
portation of such child to said school, it shall be the duty of 
the county from which the child is sent to bear such cost, in 
the manner provided for adults in sections four and five of 
this act. 

Sec. 7. That the county commissioners of each county of 
which any child in this institution is a resident, to provide to 
pay the actual annual cost of the clothing of said child at the 
institution, a statement of each shall be annually, on or before 
the first Monday in September of each year, submitted by the 
Superintendent of the said institution to said board of commis- 
sioners, and that the institution shall be authorized to bring 
suit against any board of commissioners refusing to pay for 
said clothing, and to collect the same by law, providing further

_ BIENNIAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


To His Excellency, Loox Crala, 
Governor of North Carolina. 


We, the Board of Trustees of the Caswell Training School for mental 
defectives, to whom you have intrusted the management of this institu- 
tion, beg to ask your careful consideration of this, our Third Biennial 
Report of the work and needs of the institution over which we have the 
honor to exercise supervision. 

On December 1, 1914, we had to our credit in the bank $5,742.21, with 
outstanding bills to the amount of $3,974. The Legislature appropri- 
ated $14,000 for a new dormitory, $2,500 for repairs, and $30,000 for 
maintenance. -We were forced to erect an implement and mule shed 
combined, a granary, a blacksmith shop, a storage warehouse, a cottage 
for the cook, and a residence and barn for the civil engineer. We were 
compelled to sink new wells, buy more cattle, mules, and farm equip- 
ment, as we had turned over to the Superintendent a greater part of the 
farm for cultivation. The Legislature having failed to grant the ap- 
propriations asked for these necessities, we were compelled to draw on 
our maintenance fund for them. . 

We erected an additional girls’ dormitory with a capacity for 80 beds 
for pupils, four individual matron’s departments, two hospital wards and 
four private rooms, one ward and two private rooms on each floor. 
Owing to the advance of material and labor, we were unable to construct 
this building for less than $15,000; and as no provision had been made 
for furnishing and equipping said building, our chairman, Dr. J. Y. 
Joyner, the chairman of the Executive Committee, Mr. D. F. Wooten, 
and the Superintendent were instructed to go before the Governor’s 
Council and state the conditions and ask for advice. This we did on 
December 13, 1915, and were authorized to carry the indebtedness, which 
was $14,000, and open up the building for the reception of pupils. We 
were able to complete and furnish the building sufficiently to begin to 
receive pupils about January 15, 1916. 

The Legislature having given us $40,000 maintenance fund for 1916, 
we have expended it as reported in the financial statement attached 
hereto. We call special attention to the fact that the expenditures for 
maintenance have been kept within the limit of the appropriation, and 
that the indebtedness of $10,000, the excess of expenditures over ap- 
propriation, was incurred by expenditures for permanent improvements 
which were absolute necessities in order to keep the institution open, 
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and that this alone necessitated the loan of $10,000, which was author- 
ized by the Governor’s Council October 4, 1916; which loan, together 
with savings made by cutting down our working force, enabled us to pay 
our full indebtedness up to December 1, 1916, save a few local bills for 


provisions. 


We earnestly recommend the following appropriations for the urgent

acres of land with one one-story dwelling, two tobacco barns, and a few 
outhouses. This property runs within a few feet of our power plant and 


cuts it off from the public highway. 
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2. The purchase of the Horner place, adjoining our property on the 
north in the rear of the barn, and much needed for pasture and cultiva- 
tion. 

3. The changing of the charter of the institution in regard to the ob- 
ject of the institution; also the section in regard to habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, and that section of the Revisal of 1915 pertaining to the cloth- 
ing of the pupils, as follows: 


Aw Act TO AMEND CHAPTER 87, SECTION 1, oF THE Laws or 1911, AND CHAPTER 
266, SECTION 5, OF THE LAWS oF 1915 


SEcTION 1. That chapter 87, section 1, of the Public Laws of 1911 be and is 
hereby amended to read as follows: The State shall establish and maintain 
an institution for the segregation, care, training, and education of its mental 
defectives as far as their mentality will permit; and to disseminate knowl- 
edge concerning the extent and menace of mental deficiency, and to suggest 
and initiate methods for its control and ultimate eradication from our people; 
which institution shall be known as The Caswell Training School. 

Sec. 2. That section 5, chapter 87, of the Public Laws cf 1911 be repealed, 
and that dismissal by habeas corpus proceedings be denied unless it can be 
shown that a pupil is unlawfully detained. 

Sec. 8. That section 5, chapter 266, of the Laws of 1915 be and is hereby 
amended by striking out all that portion of the section pertaining to the 
clothing of the child.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


To the President and Members of the Board of Trustees of the Caswell 
Training School. 


GrentTLEMEN :—We herewith submit for your consideration this our 
Annual Report for 1916. 

We have held regular monthly meetings at the institution for the 
purpose of approving vouchers and transacting such other business as 
demanded our attention. 

As instructed, we issued a voucher to the D. M. Stanton estate for $79 
in lieu of voucher No. 115, dated December 20, 1912, on which payment 
had never been made. 

Your orders for the removal of the criminals, insane, and epileptics 
from this institution were intrusted to the Superintendent with power to 
act. His efforts to carry out these orders and the success he had is given 
in his annual report. 

Your instructions in regard to work along advertising lines and the 
education of the people in the cause and consequence of mental deficiency 
was left to the judgment of the Superintendent. We are glad to report 
that we believe the thinking people of our State are giving more thought 
and consideration to the cause we represent, and are becoming awakened 
to the appalling fact of its menace to society and the fair name of our 
State. 

We inspected the new dormitory and settled in full with Blalock Bros., 
the contractors, for its construction. We were unable to make a final 
settlement with the architect, Mr. R. F. Smallwood, because of his 
omission of certain specifications which we thought, and believed you 
understood, were to have been included in the original contract. For 
this reason he was paid only 314 per cent, leaving his claim of $204.89 
to be considered by the full Board. 

As instructed, we laid the matter of opening the new dormitory, as 
well as the fact of our financial condition of about $14,000 indebtedness 
and our inadequate appropriation before the Governor’s Council on 
December 13, 1915. By a unanimous vote we were authorized to open 
this building and carry the indebtedness. No provision, however, was 
made for the debt. By strict economy and allowing some large bills to 
stand for months we managed to get along until about the first of October, 
when we secured a loan from Keane Higbie & Co. of Detroit, Mich., of 
$10,000 at 414 per cent, due March 12, 1917, using as authority and 
collateral a resolution of the Council of State at its meeting October 4, 
1916. With the balance of our appropriation and this loan all the in- 
debtedness of the institution has been paid up to the first of December 
with the exception of the Smallwood claim and a few local bills for pro- 
visions, all of which amount to less than $1,000. 
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We attach hereto a financial statement showing in detail the expendi- 
tures for the two years; in considering which please bear in mind that 
the disbursements for 1916 cover not only the expenses for the year, but 
also the payment of the $14,000 indebtedness reported last year. 

For the welfare of the State, for the best interests of the institution, 
to meet the demands made upon the institution and maintain it with the 
enormous increase in the price of foodstuffs, feed, clothing, etc., we 
would suggest that the recommendations enumerated in the Report of 
the Superintendent be urged before the next Legislature.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees: 


I herewith hand you my Third Annual Report. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


A State Institution—The Caswell Training School, formerly the North 
Carolina School for the Feeble-minded, was established by an act of the Legis- 
lature, ratified the 4th of March, 1911; amended first by an act of the Legisla- 
ture of 1913, chapter 191; and again by the Legislature of 1915, changing the 
name to The Caswell Training School and providing for the admission and 
discharge of children, 

Location.—The School is located about 1% miles from the west corporate 
limits of the city of Kinston, on the Central Highway, at the junction of the 
Norfolk Southern and the Carolina railroads, on a 900-acre farm of Neuse 
River bottom-land about 75 or 100 feet above the sea level, donated by the 
good and progressive citizens of Kinston and Lenoir County. The buildings 
are on an elevation of about 25 feet above the surrounding country, making 
the site an ideal one. 

History.—Dr. Ira M. Hardy, serving from October 2, 1911, until February 
17, 1914, was the Superintendent during the greater part of the construction 
of the first main buildings, the contract for which was let February 2, 1912, 
to be completed by October 1, 1912. The laying of the corner-stone took place 
May 6, 1912, with appropriate addresses by Dr. Charles O’H. Laughinghouse 
and others. The Legislature of 1913 provided for the payment of only a part 
of the indebtedness and the supervision of the property. The special session 
of 1913 made appropriation for the payment of the entire indebtedness, the 
completion and furnishing of the buildings, connecting of the sewer, building 
reservoir and laying water main and making connections, and the building of 
a power-house and laundry; all of which was not completed sufficiently for 
the opening of the institution until July 1, 1914, when the institution formally 
opened by receiving 15 girls. Since then others have been received as condi- 
tions and circumstances would permit until the enrollment has reached 234. 
At present there are 181 in the institution. 

Aim.—The aim of the institution is to segregate, care for, train, and edu- 
cate as their mentality will permit, the State’s mental defectives; to dissemi- 
nate knowledge concerning the extent and menace of mental deficiency; and to 
suggest and initiate methods for its control and ultimate eradication from our 
people, with the hope that a psychological clinic may be established where all 
criminal defectives may be sent for study and observation, where proper esti- 
mates of their responsibility may be made, and expert advice as to their 
responsibility and the best methods of handling for their future development 
may be given. 

The Situation Demands Earnest OConsideration.—With the increase of appli- 
cations for the last two years, and the probability of a continued increase in 
the regular way of our population, we are brought face to face with an alarm- 
ing situation. One Superintendent of Public Instruction has filed his report

in our office showing that the census takers have reported 52 mentally de- 
ficient children in his county; and we can’t believe that this is a complete 
record of all there are. From our study and the best information we can 
gather, there are born in North Carolina at least 350 or 400 mentally defective 
children each year, whose presence in society is a menace to the State. The 
parents or guardians of 160 of these unfortunates whose applications are now 
on file are urgently demanding that we take care of them. In view of 
these facts, it is our opinion that more and larger buildings and better equip- 
ment should be provided, so that we will not be compelled to refuse admis- 
sion on account of lack of room to any mentally defective child in our beloved 
State who needs our care, love, protection, and training. 

For the sake of posterity I want to make a personal appeal to the Governor, 
to the Legislature, to the Board of Trustees, and to all progressive citizens of 
this great commonwealth that adequate provision be made for the segregation 
of all the high-grade mientally defective or feeble-minded children. I sincerely 
believe that if for a period of two or three generations mentally defective men 
and women were prevented by segregation or sterilization from propagating 
their kind, mental deficiency would be very materially decreased; and if all 
the mental defectives were segregated or sterilized and made incapable of 
propagating their kind, in a period of one hundred years mental deficiency 
and insanity would be almost wholly eliminated. 

To the casual observer the high-grade mentally defective child is not far from 
normal; physically many of them appear normal; many of them are good- 
looking, and but for their mental defects would get along well in the world. 
But their pleasant faces and normal bodies will permit them to get out in the 
world and mingle with society, where the mentally defective boy chooses for 
his mate a mentally defective girl and by their union bring into the world a 
number of mentally defective children. They usually raise large families. They 
ordinarily know no such word as self-control; and having the same desires, 
pleasures, and passions as a normal person, they go in the way of greatest 
temptation and least resistance. 

Heredity is regarded as a tremendous factor in the causation of all mental 
defection. Statistics show that at least 65 per cent of all mentally defective 
children come from mentally defective parents, and but a small number, prob- 
ably 2 per cent, from traumatism. Possibly 5 per cent is due to diseases of 
the brain, the most prominent of which we name cerebro-spinal meningitis 
and infantile paralysis. Other diseases contributing their share are scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever, and whooping-cough, dangerous in the order named. 

We have no moral nor legal right to allow the defects of this generation to 
be stamped upon the children of coming generations when we have the power 
to prohibit and control. Has the time not come in progressive old North 
Carolina when we should enact laws along eugenic lines—conservative. of 
course—looking to the prevention of marriage of the higher grade mental 
defectives, and the sterilization of the lower grades? 


REPORT OF THE WoRK OF THE YEAR 


According to your instructions, Dr. J. Y. Joyner, Mr. D. F. Wooten, and 
your Superintendent went before the Governor’s Council December 13, 1915, 
and were authorized by said council to furnish and open up the new building 
and carry the indebtedness, which was $14,000, until further arrangements 
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were made. We opened the building January 15, 1916, and managed to carry 
the indebtedness until October 4, 1916, when we were authorized to borrow 
$10,000,000. By constant vigilance and the curtailment of our work in differ- 
ent lines we were able to save about $4,000 from our maintenance fund. With 
this and the $10,000 borrowed we have paid all the indebtedness up to Decem- 
ber 1, 1916, save the architect’s claim and a few local bills for provisions. 

We have endeavored to carry out your instructions, We rented the Sutton 
farm to Mr. Young for $175, built the additional room to the tenant house at 
a cost of $140, and rented part of the land known as the Sweikhert Place 
for $90. 

We were unable to get the two boys, Harle Perry and Coy Crisp, into the 
Jackson Training School, though we made repeated requests. They continued 
giving trouble until they finally ran away, one going to Washington, D. C. 
We made no special effort to bring them back. We have, as instructed, asked 
both Dr. Anderson and Dr. Jenkins time and again to take our hopeless epi- 
leptics, but have failed to get them placed in either of their institutions. 

Following your instructions that the Executive Committee and the Super- 
intendent manage an advertising and educational campaign looking to the 
dissemination of knowledge pertaining to the cause and prevention of mental 
deficiency, we were fortunate in securing Dr. Martin W. Barr of Elwyn, Pa., 
Hon. J. R. Baggett of Lillington, N. C., and the Rev. John H. Griffith of Kin- 
ston, N. C., to join your Superintendent in a two days educational conference 
with the North Carolina Teachers’ Association at Chapel Hill and Greensboro; 
the expenses—which, however, were only traveling and entertainment—being 
equally divided between the three institutions. We believe much good was 
accomplished. Dr. Barr, having a world-wide reputation and more than thirty 
years of experience, was able to give us some wholesome advice and a vast 
amount of general information. The excellent addresses of Mr. Griffith and 
Mr. Baggett were both timely and instructive; and your Superintendent spe- 
cially appreciates the hearty cooperation of these noble gentlemen. We made 
exhibits also at the following fairs: Rocky Mount, Greensboro, Tarboro, 
Raleigh, Charlotte, and Kinston; and we believe that these exhibits were both 
time and money well spent. 

On March 8th we had the pleasure of entertaining the Second District 
Medical Society, and were honored with the presence of the leading physi- 
cians of the district, as well as a number of friends from Kinston. The North 
Carolina Mayors’ Association also honored us by spending one afternoon with 
us, lunching and viewing our work. 

As instructed, your Superintendent notified the chairman of the county 
commissioners of the different counties from which children had been received 
that they were expected to furnish clothing as required by law for the chil- 
dren from their counties. Jn many instances we have had quite a great deal 
of trouble in properly locating the homes of some of the children. With a 
few we have never been able to satisfactorily adjust this matter, as they were 
taken up by different societies and placed here before we had a regular form 
of commitment. This has been the source of great annoyance, worry, and an 
enormous amount of correspondence on the part of the Superintendent.

The school is in charge of four regular teachers: three literary, and one 
music. 

The aim of our school is to train all who may in any way improve. No one 
method is used, but each teacher tries the ones best suited to her class. 

The department is divided into three classes: the Outdoor, the Kindergar- 
ten and Primary, and the Intermediate Grades. In the Intermediate Grades 
the children are taught reading, writing, spelling, and practical arithmetic. 
Some English, such as reproducing and writing stories, and letter-writing is 
taught. Very little attention is given to history and geography. The draw- 
ing appeals to many who are able to do but little in books. This class is 
anxious to learn, and tries hard to advance. 

The Kindergarten and Primary class is composed of those children who can 
read simple sentences, write, and deal with numbers in their simplest form. 
Drawing and story-telling are also used in this class. 

The work of the Outdoor class has been greatly hindered by having no 
place suitable to teach the children. During the warmer days we used the 
open-air bungalows; but now that the days are cooler, we must take them 
into either the dressing-room or the bedroom, with no equipment whatever. 
This class is composed of those children whose mentality makes it impossible 
for them to learn from books. They are taught songs, drills, marches, games, 
finger plays, and selections that are very simple. 

In the Music Department we have some girls who can play very well. All 
the children are taught to sing, and they get a great deal of pleasure out of 
the singing. The chorus is always ready to sing when called upon. This not 
only trains the individual, but furnishes entertainment for the institution as 
a whole. All the children are taught poems and selections from the Bible. 
Nothing gives them more pleasure than to be called upon to recite for visitors. 

The girls are trained in the industrial department, as their mentality will 
permit, to sew, patch, and do fancy work. Their crocheting and tatting com- 
pare favorably with that done by children of normal minds. They enjoy this 
work, and are always glad when they can make something for exhibit or for 
sale. The girls assist in the dining-room, kitchen, and laundry. Some of the 
boys help on the farm, some in the dairy, some cut wood, and a few assist in 
the dormitory. The lower grades are able to carry clothes from the laundry. 
We find the work for which they are best suited is clearing land. 
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For the past two years the school has closed the first of June for a three 
months vacation. We suggest that it would be better to continue at 
_ least some of the school work during the summer months, as it assists so 
much in disciplining the children. 

The progress made by the children has been wonderful, considering our 
equipment, and it is with pleasure that we look forward to the beginning of a 
new year with the hope that we may have separate buildings and better 
equipment for our School and Industrial Department.

The Superintendent asks a careful consideration of the fcllowing list 
of urgent necessities, and that in your biennial report they be submitted to 
the next Legislature: 

First. The purchase of the Brown property, consisting of about 3 acres with 
a one-story residence, two tobacco barns, and a few outhouses. 

Second. The purchase of the Horner Place, much needed now for the devel- 
opment of the institution. 

Third. The changing of the charter of the institution in regard to the object 
of the institution, the section in regard to habeas corpus proceedings, and 
that section of the Revisal of 1915 pertaining to the clothing of the children, 
as follows:

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RECOMMENDATIONS OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


The Trustees of the Caswell Training School met in called session in 
Raleigh, January 10, 1919, at 12 o’clock, in the office of Dr. E. C. 
Brooks, President of the Board. 

Members of the Board being present were: Dr. E. C. Brooks, Honor- 
ables W. OC. Newland, J. D. Boushall, A. B. Justice, J. R. Baggett, D. F. 
Wooten, Charles Dewey, Rev. D. N. Caviness, and Miss Elizabeth Kelly. 

The minutes of last meeting were read. 

Mr. Boushall, chairman of the committee on policy and budget read 
his report as follows: 


Realizing that the usual appropriation for maintenance is inadequate to 
care for both the high-grade class of feebleminded and also the very low 
grades, we feel that it becomes necessary for the General Assembly to deter- 
mine the future policy of the institution. If it shall be determined that both 
classes shall be provided for in the institution, then, in our opinion, it is 
necessary to increase the annual appropriation for maintenance; and if the 
appropriation shall not be increased, that we shall be instructed to care for 
only the higher grades, which are really the class that need the protection of 
the institution, and society needs most to be protected against them ; 

That it is the sense of this committee that an assistant physician be provided 
at the school and that a practical farmer be employed to care for the dairy 
and the farm. 


Dr. McNairy and Executive Committee were instructed to secure the 
services of an expert on feeblemindedness and institutional construction, 
and determine what shall be the policy and future plans of the institu- 
tion in regard to buildings, locations, etc., and make recommendations 
to the Legislature, based on their findings. 

Mr. Newland offered the resolution that the paragraph in the Superin- 
tendent’s report regarding his resignation be not accepted and that the 
Board of Trustees reiterates its confidence in his management and abil- 
ity, and feel that the acceptance of the resignation of the Superintendent 
would be a calamity to the State, and especially to the Caswell Training 
School; that at this time the place of Superintendent cannot be filled as 
acceptably by any one as it is now being filled by the present Superin- 
tendent. 

The following recommendations were adopted: 

1. That section 6, chapter 193, of the Public Laws of 1916, beginning 
with the words, “That no patient,” and all the remaining part of said 
section relating to the payments of parents and guardians be repealed, 
and that pupils of this institution be placed on an equal basis with the 
deaf, the dumb, and the blind. 
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(This discrimination, we believe, is an injustice to the parents of these 
unfortunate children. It is not only .an injustice, but thwarts the whole 
object of the institution—prevents segregation, as parents who pay feel that 
they have a right to take their children at their discretion. The feebleminded 
children of North Carolina have a constitutional right to demand the same 
treatment and the same privileges as the deaf, the dumb, and the blind; and 
as nearly as possible an equal share of the great commonwealth’s obligation. 
It is also a religious duty to “comfort the feebleminded.”’ ) 


2. That this Board go on record endorsing the Board of Charities and 
Public Welfare established by the last Legislature, and that we most 
heartily give it our full support. 

3. That we request the coming Legislature to appropriate a sufficient 
fund to establish a psychological clinie and extension bureau in connec- 
tion with this institution to codperate with the Board of Charities and 
Public Welfare in carrying out the spirit and intention of section 3916. 
chapter 170, of the Public Laws of 1917, regarding the cause and pre- 
vention of feeblemindedness, insanity, crime, and distress. 


(This extension bureau shall, through its codperation with the BLoard of 
Charities and Welfare in every city, township, and county, seek cut every 
mental defective, investigate the environments and the opportunities given 
for individual training and future happiness of such persons; and inform each 
community through literature and other means as to the cause and the pre- 
vention of this class, and our obligation toward them. ) 


5. That a law be enacted forbidding the marriage of any insane or 
feebleminded person, idiot or imbecile, under any circumstances. 

Taking into consideration the fact of our recent disastrous fires and 
the epidemic of influenza, and the unsettled conditions at the Institution 
because of these things, we deem it best not to make recommendations as 
to maintenance and building funds until the Legislature now in session 
adopts its policy as to the future of the Caswell Training School. 
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EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE’S REPORT TO BOARD 1917 


To the Members of the Board of Directors: 


We, your Executive Committee, submit the following report for the 
year: 

We have held our regular meetings each month during the year. 

As instructed at your last regular meeting we inspected on January 
5, 1917, the Horner property, and recommended that an appropriation 
not to exceed $15,000 be made for its purchase. We were unable to get 
an option on the Brown property, the purchase of which was authorized, 
until after the meeting of the Legislature, when we realized that our 
meagre appropriation would not justify the expenditure. 

The Legislature failed to make an appropriation sufficient for the 
maintenance of the Institution, as estimated by us, but, instead passed 
an act requiring collections to be made from all parents and guardians 
who are able to pay, in whole or part, for the maintenance of their child. 
This necessitated an investigation of the financial conditions of the 
parents or the patients’ estates. We, therefore, had proper legal forms 
prepared and affidavits taken, all of which has resulted in a revenue from 
this source of a little less than $1,500, as is shown in the Steward’s 
report, instead of their estimate of fifteen to eighteen thousand dollars. 
To live within the appropriation we have been compelled to curtail in 
many directions; consequently the year’s work has not been what we 
desired. 

Pursuant to the instructions given at the called meeting in May we 
employed Anderson & Christie, of Charlotte, to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the entire plant, with special reference to heat, power and cold 
storage; however, their engineer was called into National service and 
unfortunately we were left without an engineer and with but a few 
months until winter. We were, therefore, compelled to act quickly, so 
we secured Mr. B. MacKenzie, an expert on heating, to investigate and 
report to the committee as to the advisability of remodeling the present 
plant, or installing a central heating system. His report consisted of 
three propositions: First,.a complete remodeling of the present system, 
making a tunnel of terra cotta from boiler to all buildings in which was 
to be placed mains and returns, at $41,000; second, moving the power 
plant near the water tower and tunnel, as in first proposition, at $30,000; 
third, installing individual heaters and tanks in each building, $14,000. 

In joint session with the State Building Commission these proposi- 
tions were gone over in detail with Mr. MacKenzie. The Commission 
asked for recommendations from the Executive Committee and Super- 
intendent, but as the first and second propositions were entirely too ex- 
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pensive for consideration and the third inadequate for the future needs 
of the Institution your committee did not feel justified in recommending 
either, as they very much preferred the central heating plant. 

At a later meeting Mr. MacKenzie reported it would be impossible to 
secure terra cotta and we were forced to abandon proposition number 
two, as the material would cost at that time $45,000, and to remodel the 
old heating system as proposed in number one would cost $50,000, which 
we considered prohibitory for lack of funds. 

As the present plant was in a very precarious condition and the third 
proposition the only one that could be financed the Building Commission 
authorized the Executive Committee to close the contract with Mr. B. 
MacKenzie for individual heating system in each of the four buildings, 
a high pressure boiler for the laundry and kitchen and electric pump, all 
to be installed and completed for the sum of $14,000, the Executive 
Committee building the boiler rooms, pump house, stacks, etc. We have 
constructed above buildings and stacks for the sum of $4,560.53; not- 
withstanding the many difficulties in securing labor, the high cost of 
material and the finding of quicksand under our buildings. 

We have consulted and corresponded with a number of architects with 
regard to plans for the Industrial and School building, but were unable 
to secure any of their services without assurance of compensation. How- 
ever, plans made by Mr. R. L. Blalock were submitted to a called meeting 
of the Building Commission, when the legal point was raised that as 
Mr. Blalock was not a registered architect therefore his plans could not 
be considered, as the law requires all plans to be made by registered 
architects; hence, the cost of advertising for bids for said building of 
$52.33 was a loss. 

After this experience your Committee instructed the Superintendent 
to employ Mr. C. KE. Hartge, of Raleigh, as architect for the Institution, 
to act as long as the Executive Committee requires his services and to 
be paid according to the rules governing the employment of architects. 
Plans drawn by Mr. Hartge for the remodeling of the kitchen, building 
store room, refrigerating plant, and additional dining room have been 
accepted and advertised. These bids were submitted to the building 
commission and approved; and the Executive Committee were author- 
ized to let the contract. Blalock Brothers’ bid of $6,755 being consid- 
ered the best, accordingly they were awarded the contract. This building 
is now in course of construction. Plans for further buildings will be 
submitted by the architect for your approval at this meeting. . 

We attach hereto the steward’s financial statement.

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REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, 1918 


GrenTLEMEN :—Regular monthly meetings have been held during the 
year for the transaction of such business as demanded our attention. 

Upon your instructions and the approval of the State Building Com- 
mission we paid Mr. B. MacKenzie the sum of $171.13 for hot water 
service and connections in the hospital and $119.50 for automatic cellar 
drains for the different buildings, these items not having been included 
in his original contract. 

In our efforts to provide an adequate water supply we have had the 
overflow wells cleaned out with but a nominal increase in the flow. How- 
ever, our engineer lowered a three-inch pipe about forty feet into our 
largest well, connecting it with our electric pump which now draws the 
water from the well and forces it into the tank. While this arrange- 
ment has furnished a greatly increased amount of water it has also 
increased our already imperative need for a duplicate pump. 

We have added the story over the chapel of Girls’ Building No. 1, at a 
cost of $2,635.58; two rooms to the steward’s cottage, costing $839.48 ; 
additions to the dairyman’s cottage, costing $873.92; built a two-room 
cottage with bath, costing $1,137, and other minor improvements, as 
shown in the financial statement; besides the contracts for the building 
for the store-room, dining-room, and refrigerating-room, costing $6,755 ; 
the cork insulation, $2,330; the machinery, $3,925, and the plumbing, 
$495, all of which is nearly completed. 

We have had the plans and specifications for the Industrial Building 
completed, and the plans for the Boys’ Dormitory enlarged as per your 
instructions. The plans for both of these buildings were approved by 
the State Building Commission and the Insurance Commissioner, and 
we advertised for bids for their erection; however, as the lowest bid for 
the completion of either the Industrial Building or the Dormitory called 
for the expenditure of more than the balance of our permanent improve- 
ment fund we were compelled to defer their erection till sufficient funds 
were available. We settled in full with the architect on a compromise 
basis, and now have the plans filed in the office of the Institution. 

As will be seen from the financial statement, out of the appropriation 
by bonds for permanent improvement, upon the insistence of the Council 
of State, who authorized us to borrow $10,000 two years ago, that debt 
was paid out of the bond money; the necessary provision for heating the 
institution at a cost of $19,399.09 has been made; the refrigerating plant 
has been installed at a cost of $15,430; the addition to the Girls’ Dormi- 
tory has been made, and the unexpended balance of the sales of the 
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bonds, amounting to $23,444.88, remains because 1t appeared to your 
Executive Committee that building during the last year was entirely too 
expensive to be undertaken. 

Realizing the unusually high prices prevailing throughout this year 
and the insufficient appropriation for the maintenance of this institu- 
tion, we have constantly warned the Superintendent to guard every 
avenue of waste and expenditure, and purchase nothing not absolutely 
necessary in order that no deficit would have to be reported. We are 
pleased to note in the attached financial statement that he has not only 
lived within the appropriation and receipts, but in addition, following 
the government’s request has on the yards about enough coal for the 
winter; has added quite a number of thoroughbred cows to the herd, 
secured better teams and has the greater part of the farm seeded with a 
winter crop of rye. To do this a great many things which had been 
planned for enlarging the usefulness of the institution and increasing 
its efficiency have had to be deferred, and every energy concentrated on 
the one purpose of maintaining the institution through this most mo- 
mentous year. ' 

We feel that we would:be derelict in our duty to those who have so 
faithfully served this institution during the past year under conditions 
which have seemed almost impossible if we fail to commend the Superin- 
tend nt and his assistants for the satisfactory manner in which they have 
been able to overcome these abnormal conditions. They not only per- 
formed the duties they were paid to do, but voluntarily performed many 
duties not required or expected in ordinary times. Without going into 
detail we cannot fail to commend them for their faithfulness, their 
loyalty, and the extraordinary services that have been performed under 
these trying conditions. They have not only carried forward the work of 
the institution in a satisfactory manner, but have lived within the means 
provided by the State for the maintenance of this work.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT FOR 1917-1918 


The time covered by this, the fourth biennial report of the Caswell 
Training School, has witnessed the greatest upheaval and unrest in the 
history of man. The times in which we live are peculiarly strange and 
evil, but full of hope. In these days when the greatest achievements of 
the age are before us, when the souls of men are being sorely tried, when 
loyalty and sacrifice are twin realities, we believe these old lines apply 


as never before— 
“We are living, we are dwelling 
In a grand and awful time, 
In an age on ages telling— 
To be living is sublime.” 


Our hearts go out in thankfulness to the Heavenly Father for His 
many blessings, and that we have been permitted to live through it all. 

We have tried to keep ever before us our AIM: “To segregate, care 
tor, train, educate as their mentality will permit the State’s mental 
defectives; to disseminate knowledge concerning the extent and menace 
of mental deficiency; and to suggest and initiate methods for its control 
and ultimate eradication from our people, with the hope that an exten- 
sion bureau may be created and a psychological clinic established \ here 
all criminal defectives may be sent for study and observation, where 
proper estimates of their mentality may be made, expert advice as to 
their responsibility given, and the best methods of treatment suggested 
for their future happiness and development.” However, both the mental 
and physical strength of your Superintendent has been tried to its 
utmost, endeavoring to carry out the oft repeated instruction of your 
Executive Committee, “Live within your means.” This has forced us 
to curtail our efforts as well as our expenses along many lines of exten- 
sion work and compelled us to concentrate all our powers to maintain 
the institution on the appropriation and keep up our number. The 
work, therefore, has not been as efficient along many lines as we had 
hoped. Your Superintendent, steward, and faculty have had to “put 
their hands to the plow” and make things go. Our head matron took 
charge of the kitchen for months as an extra duty; our steward, steno- 
grapher and faculty did all the canning; our teachers and matrons hoed 
and picked cotton and assisted in harvesting and preparing our tobacco 
for the market; and one of our assistant matrons has fired the boiler for 
kitchen and laundry, as well as run the laundry machinery. Being so 
short of help we have been forced to let pass many things that needed 
attention. Our vehicles, harness and farm equipment, doors, windows, 
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fences, gates and buildings have suffered from the lack of proper repair 
and upkeep. Of course the regular school work of a necessity was 
greatly curtailed. 

Although the Superintendent has been forced to remain on the 
grounds, and was, therefore, unable to do any special educational work 
looking to the creating of public sentiment and giying instruction along 
the lines of cause and prevention, it is with a considerable degree of 
pride and satisfaction we note that long strides have been made along 
these lines and much good, we believe, has been accomplished by the 
publication of most interesting and instructive papers relating to our 
problem. Prominent among these are “Sex Hygiene and Character” in 
the Health Bulletin of September, 1918; “Amend the Marriage Laws” 
and “Save the Feebleminded Girl,” in the April-June number of the 
Bulletin of the North Carolina State Board of Charities and Public 
Welfare, and in the July-September number in which are published 
papers read before the Social Service Conference by Mrs. Clarence John- 
son, calling special attention to the necessity of a sensible marriage law 
for North Carolina, and one by our distinguished Governor, in which 
he says: “The State should make some provision for rendering sterile 
any person adjudged by a competent board to be an ineurable mental 
defective.” 

We feel sure that only those who have had the duty and obligation, 
as well as the pleasure, of providing for a household can in any degree 
whatever appreciate the many worries, perplexities, trials, and heart- 
aches we have had during the past year. Nor is it easy to comprehend 
the physical exhaustion and mental apprehensions of one in charge of 
an infant institution, yet in its formative period, poorly equipped, caring 
for 200 irresponsible charges in his efforts to meet the many demands of. 
parents, guardians, and the general public, who are as a rule ill-informed 
as to the causes and the methods of training these unfortunate mental 
defective children. 

Having no receiving building all pupils are admitted directly into the 
wards with the other children, consequently we have had scarlet fever, 
mumps, lice, itch, and even crabs brought to us and scattered among the 
other children of the different buildings, in spite of all our efforts; not- 
withstanding all application blanks certify that the child is free from 
vermin and contagion. We gave the entire population the typhoid vac- 
cine, also the hookworm test and treatment to 67. 

We were further handicapped in our work by our wells giving out. 
During the greater part of the summer we were forced to keep two teams 
hauling water. It is unnecessary to say that we were unable to keep 
sufficient supply for laundry, kitchen, and sanitary purposes. 
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The labor problem has worried and harrassed us beyond measure, the 
draft taking practically all our white men. The colored men were lured 
away by attractive wages. There has been a constant coming and going, 
with a continued shortage which has prevented us from keeping up the 
high standard of efficiency we had hoped. However, we are gratified, as 
our steward’s report will show, that we have managed to live within our 
means, improved our farm, added registered cattle to our herd and 
registered pigs to our piggery, increased our stock of horses and mules, 
both in value and efficiency. 

We have cleared up in the last two years and put into cultivation 
something over 50 acres of land. We have raised 14 bales of cotton, 
6,248 pounds of tobacco, 600 bushels of corn, 60 tons of hay, 375 bushels 
of potatoes, vegetables, etc. We have 74 hogs, 30 cattle. 

We have enrolled 227 pupils this year, 8 have died, 6 released, 13 
granted a vacation and parents refused to return them, 2 ran away. 
There has been 324 enrolled in the institution since its beginning; there 
are 198 now enrolled; have on file 197 applications. We have received 
many requests for application blanks, notwithstanding we do no solicita- 
tion, which are never returned for the fact that we have to notify them 
of the lack of room. 

The Steward’s report will show that we have installed a refrigerator 
system, erected a store-house, employees’ dining-room, added 2 rooms to 
the Steward’s cottage, remodeled the Dairyman’s cottage, built a 2-room 
cottage for employees, added a story over the chapel, drained the base- 
ments of the girls’ dormitories, erected a pump-house, placed a high- 
pressure boiler at the laundry, connected the Superintendent’s and 
Dairyman’s houses with the water system. 

I beg to make this public acknowledgment to the several friends of the 
institution who have so generously contributed toward the fund for 
moving picture shows, Christmas gifts, records, books, pictures, and 
periodicals.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


The conscious aim of education should be to aid the self-emancipation 
of the pupil by inflaming his soul with the ideals symbolized in nature, 
revealed in history, incarnated in institutions and always and every- 
where inciting the struggle through which the worm mounts to man and 
the man to God. 

The desired attainment of education is the building of character and 
how much it means to the children of our institution to have as our 
goal for them, “Whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things are pure, whatso- 
ever things are lovely.” 

One of the cardinal maxims of pedagogic science is that the educator 
should discover and conform to the mind’s own process of development. 

The kindergarten is recognizing the three-fold nature of the child in 
developing the creative activity; through play, embodying experiences, 
which all children should have; in story telling, illustrating ideals to be 
attained; in gift work, laying the foundations of fundamental truths; 
and in occupations, training the hands, embracing in these ways the laws 
of child-development. : 

The U. S. Bureau of Education has this to say for the kindergarten: 
“The kindergarten furnishes a mental background for the formal study 
of reading, writing, arithmetic, and geography.” ‘Therefore the child 
who has kindergarten training is a better product for the school. 

The kindergarten promotes the happiness and physical wellbeing of the 
child. 

This testimony is given by authorities of the feebleminded: “That 
kindergarten methods are invaluable and Froebel, with his ‘Come, let us 
live with our children,’ is even more the friend of the abnormal than the 
normal.” 

From Shakespeare, that greatest delineator of human nature, we have 
this quotation: 


“The man that hath not music in himself 
Nor is not moved with concord of sweet sounds 
Is fit for treasons, stratagems, and spoils.” 


Since this is true of all mankind, the love of music seems to be the one 
leading clue through the maze of development of the feebleminded. 

Military drills should be encouraged. 

Dancing, active amusements, free play, all exert a part in the educa- 
tion of the defective. 
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Environment, association, amusement, and discipline are four power- 
ful factors emphasized in the training of the feebleminded. 

In substantiation of the foregoing laws we endeavor to develop our 
children. 

In our institution we have three teachers. We have 67 girls and 25 
boys in our school. We have a kindergarten. In the school-room we 
endeavor to give individual attention to each child, finding out what 
they can best do. We seek to illumine our teaching in every way pos- 
sible, bringing variety and diversion to the child. 

Excursions have been made for the study of birds, plants, and animals 
living in the near-by fields and woods. 

Songs of the war, poems of the war, stories of the war, inculcating 
lessons of courage, unselfishness, generosity and humility have been a 
part of our chapel exercises. Here we have the blind come and the deaf, 
of which we have a number. 

Story-telling hours have had their part in our life in the school. Folk 
dancing has been taught with pleasure to us all. 

The work in our kitchen, dining-room, laundry and fields have been a 
part of our industrial work. Crocheting, tatting, and the making of 
pine needle baskets have had an economical value. 

An industrial building with school-rooms, a well-equipped kinder- 
garten, rooms where the trades could be taught, is now of paramount 
need in this institution. 

Our dormitories could then have a living room where the children 
could have a “home” atmosphere and after the duties of the day were 
over we could get away from institutional routine. 

A library, moving pictures, additional records for the victrola would 
all add to our cheer and happiness.

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HOSPITAL REPORT 


The following is a report of the work done in the hospital and dormi- 
tories for the official year ending November 30th, Miss Minnie Culver 
having charge from December, 1917, to July 15, 1918. I have made 
daily visits to each dormitory, looking after the sanitation of the insti- 
tution. 
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If I may be permitted to suggest, we need more room. We have but 
one small ward that will accommodate only four patients, and we cannot 
put both sexes in that same ward. The hospital has one or more patients 
almost continuously and this makes it necessary to care for the other 
patients in the dormitories, which is unsanitary and dangerous, as well 
as burdensome. We have had now for more than two months a young 
man patient in hospital ward, excluding all female patients. We would 
further suggest that all pellagra patients be segregated in a separate de- 
partment.

REPORTS FOR 1917 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Members of the Board of the Caswell Training School: 


We beg to submit this our annual report for the year 1917: 

We are thankful to say that in many respects this has been a success- 
ful year, notwithstanding the many discouraging aspects at the begin- 
ning. We had at that time little hope of maintaining the institution on 
the appropriation, in view of the continued increase in cost of food 
materials and labor. 

In complying with the new law, requiring collections to be made from 
all parents and guardians who are able to pay for the maintenance of 
their child, we wrote them a polite and courteous letter, asking for a 
statement of their financial ability. As a consequence of said investiga- 
tion 23 pupils were taken home, very few being found, it seemed, who 
were able to pay, and quite a few of those not willing. 

As instructed at the May meeting the parents and guardians of girls 
under the age of 10, and all boys who so desired, were permitted to take 
said children home during the vacation period, from June Ist to Septem- 
ber 1st. On this proposition 33 went home and 17 returned; 7 have been 
dismissed and 3 have died. We have received this year 56, making our 
present enrollment 188. Since the institution opened in 1914, 285 have 
been admitted. At the present we have 185 applications on the waiting 
list with an ever increasing number of inquiries. 

During the summer months and since the opening of the school there 
have been so many requests for admission that it has been impossible to 
receive them all. We have endeavored to take all orphan children, all 
those who were confined in almshouses and jails, and all who were wil- 
ling to pay anything toward their maintenance. No one has paid over 
$15 per month. Our estimated cost has been $18. 

The year has been full of worries and perplexities over labor and the 
high cost of lving, and in many instances we have been compelled to 
change our whole program. Feeling that our chief duty has been to 
carry out the first law of nature—that of self-preservation—in providing 
for the necessities of life, we have been trying to centralize our forces 
upon this one object: utilizing our boys and girls wherever possible, 
assisting with the hay, corn, and potatoes, as well as doing most of the 
gardening. 

For the present needs and future development of the institution I beg 
to submit the following suggestions: 
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That we add a story over the girls’ play room in Girls’ Building No. 1, 
to be used as quiets, which we so much need for discipline during their 
brain storms of mental excitement ; 

That we erect an industrial building for girls and a dormitory for low 
grade boys as early in the spring as advisable; 

That we erect a separate and distinct one-story brick building some- 
what isolated and properly equipped for the low grade girls; 

That we arrange for a more adequate supply of water; 

That we furnish our kitchen with modern equipment—sinks, food 
choppers, dish washers; and our laundry with another washing machine 
and dry house. 

I would feel myself quite ungrateful if I failed to express my apprecia- 
tion for the different periodicals which have been so generously donated 
to our institution; also my gratification to all employees who have been 
so faithful to the Superintendent and loyal to the welfare of the institu- 
tion, showing their willingness at all times to assist in any work, even 
when called upon to perform tasks which were not only unpleasant but 
were also out of their regular line of work. 

I further wish to say that my heart goes out in thankfulness to you. 
Mr. President, and to the members of the Board whom I have met from 
time to time during the year, especially the Executive Committee for 
their sympathy and loyal support, and words of encouragement and 
wholesome advice. All in all we feel we have much to be thankful for 
and that we can begin our new year with renewed courage, with our aim 
constantly before us.

The School Department has been forced to change its plans for this 
year, as none of the much needed equipment has been added and only 
$46.15 spent for school supplies. 

The Principal’s other duties—corresponding with parents, meeting 
and entertaining visitors, and assisting in the hospital—have prevented 
her from giving her full time, which is so much needed, in testing, grad- 
ing and classifying pupils and in the regular class work. 

We were compelled to reduce our teaching force by two, leaving for 
the Music Class, Kindergarten, Primary, and Grammar Grades only two 
teac 1ers. Much of the time of one teacher is occupied in assisting in the 
‘Hospital Department. 

Heretofore the music teacher has been able to give her full time to 
music and needle work. This year no individual lessons have been 
given, the teacher giving half her time to class music ard half to primary 
work. 

We have been able to give very little time or attention to needle work 
this year, as the one having this in charge has been compelled most of 
the time to assist in the sewing room. 

The progress of the school has been as great as could be expected under 
the conditions now existing.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That section 6, chapter 193, of the Public Laws of 1916, beginning 
with the words “That no patient,” and all the remaining part of said 
section relating to the payments of parents and guardians be repealed, 


and that pupils. of this institution be placed on an equal basis with the 
deaf, the dumb, and the blind. 


(This discrimination, we believe, is an injustice to the parents of these 
unfortunate children. It is not only an injustice, but thwarts the whole object 
of the institution—prevents segregation, as parents who pay feel they have 
a right to take their children at their discretion. The feebleminded children 
of North Carolina have a constitutional right to demand the same treatment 
and the same privileges as the deaf, the dumb and the blind; and as neariy 
as possible an equal share of the great commonwealth’s obligation. It is also 
a religious duty to “Comfort the feebleminded.”’ ) 


2. That this Board go on record endorsing the Board of Charities and 
Public Welfare established by the last Legislature, and that we most 
heartily give it our full support. 

3. That we request the coming esribsiren to appropriate a sufficient 
fund to establish a psychological clinic and extension bureau in connec- 
tion with this institution to codperate with the Board of Charities and 
Public Welfare in carrying out the spirit and intention of section 3916, 
chapter 170, of the Public Laws of 1917, regarding the cause and preven- 
tion of feeblemindedness, insanity, crime, and distress. 


(This extension bureau shall, through its codperation with the Board of 
Charities and Welfare in every city, township, and county, seek out every 
mental defective, investigate the environments and the opportunities given for 
individual training and future happiness of such persons; and inform each 
community through literature and other means as to the cause and the pre- 
vention of this class, and our obligation toward them.) 


4. That this Board memorialize the coming Legislature to pass a law 
forbidding the Register of Deeds of each county to issue marriage license 
to any person until he, the Register of Deeds, has first made public notice 
in the county paper notifying the public that unless some legal protest is 
registered in his office within fifteen days from date he will issue the 
same. 

5. That a law be enacted forbidding the marriage of any insane or 
feebleminded person, idiot or imbecile, under any circumstances. 

6. That the Board request the coming Legislature to appropriate 
sufficient funds to erect upon our Schweigert property just west of the 
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Kinston and Snow Hill Railroad a home for the colored feebleminded oi 
the State, to be under the supervision of this Board. : 


(We feel that this is an obligation due them from the State as a recognition 
of the part they have played in the European War, the purchasing of War 
Savings Stamps, Liberty Bonds, contributions to the Red Cross, the United 
War Work and the many sons they haye given to the cause of world democ- 
racy.) 


7. That some special effort along educational lines be made to en- 
hghten the public upon scientific facts in regard to the cause and preven- 
tion of mental deficiency and insanity. 

8. That in the future the policy of this Board shall be to put no more 
money into stone and mortar, but that we build plain, substantial, one- 
story buildings of brick. 


(While we have plans and specifications for a dormitory for low-grade 
boys and an industrial building, drawn by our architect, Mr. C. EH. Hartge, 
now deceased, and approved by the Insurance Commissioner and the State 
Building Commission, yet in the interest of economy your Superintendent un- 
hesitatingly recommends cheaper buildings. These would serve the same 
purpose and be sufficiently safe, and would enable us to erect more buildings, 
better equip them and thereby be able to care for more children. This recom- 
mendation we believe conforms with the ideas of the most up-to-date persons 
who have given this subject proper study and consideration. ) 


9. That a building be erected, known as the Hospital and Receiving 
Building, equipped with a hydro-therapy department. 


(For the lack of such a building we have been forced to waste much time 
and money, and have often been humiliated by having infectious diseases, as 
well as vermin, brought to our institution. We have also been unable fo 
properly treat and discipline the highly nervous pupils. ) 


10. That an Industrial Building be erected containing a shoe shop 
and a blacksmith and general repair department, all equipped. This 
also to conform with Article 8. 

11. That the Hardy property be purchased. 


(It has good buildings, and we need the grounds for cultivation and the 
houses for tenants. It will enable us to protect our property and the institu- 
tion. ) 


12. That three tenant houses be built, these to be four-room cottages. 
13. That we build a shed for housing tools, implements and machinery. 
14. That a potato house be built. 
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15. That the instructions given the Executive Committee at the last 
meeting regarding the kitchen and laundry equipment and water supply 
be carried out. 

16. That we urge the following appropriations:

(We do not think it possible nor to be expected that we run the institution 
on the same basis that we have been forced to do this year. We will have tv 
pay for our electric light the coming year, something we have never done 
before. These recommendations do not include an appropriation for electric 
light plant, as we have not fully determined whether we will continue the use 
of the city’s plant or install one of our own. We will be obliged to have more 
help. We need a man to live in the boys’ building and have charge of the 
same. No one has been in charge of the first floor this year. We need more 
matrons. We will be obliged to have more room and better equipment for 
industrial work as a matter of discipline. Our buildings need paint, remodel- 
ing, and repairs. In view of these facts, we believe the above suggestions are 
as small as they should possibly be, if we are to carry on the work and get 
such results as are expected and required.)

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SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 
January 10, 1919. 


Since November 30th, the end of our biennial period, so frequent and 
destructive have been the visits of disaster upon our institution, that we 
deem it our duty to make the following explanations, and to state that we 
are forced to materially change our recommendations for the immediate 
needs of this work. 

On December 8, 1918, fire destroyed Girls’ Building, No. 1, which not 
only served as dormitory for all the high grade girls but contained also 
the only school room for girls and the only room in the institution that 
could be used as assembly room or chapel. Fire was discovered about 
10:30 Sunday morning in the dome of the building, but because of 
absolutely inadequate water supply and the vehemence of the flames it 
was impossible to save the building or the greater part of its contents, 
though heroic work was done by the employees of the institution, the 
Kinston Fire Company, and the hundreds of friends of the institution 
who rushed to the scene as fast as possible. 

By dispensing with the school work and moving the sewing department 
to the Boys’ Building we were able to crowd most of these girls into 
Girls’ Building, No. 2, and a few spare rooms in the Administration 
Buliding. On Thursday following the fire the influenza broke out, and 
as segregation was impossible there followed a regular pandemic. The 
final record was 185 cases with three deaths. Surely, we thought, the 
depths of discouragement and the end of endurance had been reached, 
but not so. On January 7th, at about 6:30 p.m., the alarm was again 
given, and in a few hours the low-grade dormitory, which housed the 
helpless idiots, the imbeciles, as well as the high-grade morons which had 
been placed there since the first fire, the sewing-rooms and the hospital 
was a complete wreck, the entire building being lost, the walls even 
crumbling to the ground. 

The Deputy Insurance Commissioner, W. A. Scott, who was on his 
way here to investigate the first fire, the night of the second fire, has 
just completed a full investigation of both. His findings, though painful . 
to contemplate, are not hard to understand by those who are familiar 
with such unfortunate children. A group of girls formed a pact, each to 
carry out a certain part of the scheme. The plan was guarded as only a 
defective mind can guard, and not until after the awfulness of the 
second fire had caused one to exhibit undue emotion was the secret of the 
plot uncovered. Poor, unfortunate, yet irresponsible enemies of them- 
selves, society and the State! In the future program of our charities 
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shall not this class, both the cause and the result of sin and defection, 
receive a more just portion of our great commonwealth’s benevolence? 
Humanitarianism demands their protection, care and training. Society 
and good citizenship demand their segregation and asexualization. 
Sound business suggests that the propagation of their kind be cut off as 
a safeguard against future generations. 

Your Superintendent begs, if he be permitted, to recommend that the 
Board lay the bare facts before the coming Legislature, believing that 
the time now is when we must make larger and more secure accommoda- 
tions, and prepare ourselves to handle the problem judiciously and ad- 
visedly, as well as safely. 

If we continue we should have new fire-proof buildings, not over two 
stories high, all connected by corridors, and all heated and lighted from 
a central system; or we should adopt the cottage plan, building out of 
plain, substantial, indestructible material to accommodate from 20 to 40 
pupils, to be arranged so as to be adaptable to the care and training of 
the several different grades of mentality. 

In view of the present calamities and the many adverses as well as 
criticisms, and my physical condition, with no desire to show the white 
flag or in any way to give up, yet your Superintendent feels that he is 
justly due you to say that if it will in any way help in creating senti- 
ment or securing the proper amount of appropriation sufficient to carry 
on this work, or will promote the interest in and the care for the State’s 
unfortunate feebleminded and contribute in any way to advance more 
rapidly the educational propaganda, that you gentlemen accept my resig- 
nation herewith tendered as Superintendent.

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GENERAL INFORMATION 


A State Institution. The Caswell Training School, formerly the 
North Carolina School for the Feebleminded, was established by an act 
of the Legislature, ratified the 4th of March, 1911; amended first by an 
act of the Legislature of 1913, chapter 191, and again by the Legislature 
of 1915, changing the name to The Caswell Training School and provid- 
ing for the admission and discharge of children. 

Location. ‘The School is located on a 900-acre farm donated by the 
citizens of Kinston and Lenoir County, about one and one-half miles 
from the west corporate limits of the City of Kinston, on the Central 
Highway, at the junction of the Norfolk and Southern and the Carolina 
railroads. The buildings are on an elevation of about 25 feet above the 
surrounding country, making the site an ideal one. ; 

History. Dr. Ira M. Hardy, serving from October 2, 1911, until Feb- 
ruary 17, 1914, was the Superintendent during the greater part of the 
construction of the first main buildings, the contract for which was let 
February 2, 1912, to be completed by October 1, 1912. The laying of 
the corner-stone took place May 6, 1912, with appropriate addresses by 
Dr. Charles O’H. Laughinghouse and others. The Legislature of 1913 
provided for the payment of only a part of the indebtedness and the 
supervision of the property. The special session of 1913 made appro- 
priation for the payment of the entire indebtedness, the completion and 
furnishing of the buildings, connecting of the sewer, building reservoir 
and laying water main and making connections, and the building of a 
power house and laundry; all of which was not completed sufficiently for 
the opening of the institution until July 1, 1914, when the institution 
formally opened by receiving 15 girls. Since then others have been 
received until the enrollment has reached 324. At present there are 198 
in the institution. 

Aim. To segregate, care for, train, and educate as their mentality will 
permit the State’s mental defectives; to disseminate knowledge concern- 
ing the extent and menace of mental deficiency; and to suggest and 
initiate methods for its control and ultimate eradication from our people. 
Our hope is that an extension bureau may be created and a psychological 
clinic established where all criminal defectives may be sent for study and 
observation, where proper estimates of their mentality may be made, 
expert advice as to their responsibility given, and the best methods of 
treatment suggested for their future happiness and development.

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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


Decemrber 23, 1920. 
To His Excellency, T. W. Bicxert, | 
Governor of North Carolina. 


Srr:—I have the honor to transmit herewith the reports of the super- 
intendents of the three State hospitals for the insane at Goldsboro, Mor- 
ganton, and Raleigh, and of The Caswell Training School at Kinston. 

These reports show in detail the operations of the several institutions 
during the two years beginning December 1, 1918, and ending November 
30, 1920. Appended thereto is a consolidated report of the audits of 
the Goldsboro, Morganton, and Raleigh hospitals. The full audit of 
each of these institutions and of The Caswell Training School is avail- 
able for use for yourself and of the legislative committees. 

These audits were made by Pullen, Henderson & Co., dnd by the in- 
structions of the Board these auditors are installing a uniform system 
of bookkeeping so that hereafter in the Annual Reports the operations 
of each individual institution, in all of its departments, may be easily 
compared with the same departments in all of the other institutions. 

Because of the high cost of labor, material, and supplies, as antici- 
pated in the beginning of the fiscal year, it was found impossible to 
avoid deficits, but the Hospital Board was very much gratified that these 
deficits were not larger. 

There is still demand for the admission of more patients, and it is a 
source of deep regret to the members of the Board that space and funds 
are inadequate to take care of all who are needing treatment and seeking 
admission. 

The superintendents have presented their various needs to the Budget 
Commission after careful consideration of the same by the Board. The 
‘amounts asked for are large, but as much more could be spent bene- 
ficially. 

The Board is thoroughly familiar with existing financial conditions 
and with the imperative demand in every department of the State. It 
feels, however, its sacred duty to make known the needs of our afflicted 
people; and while every item asked for in the budget is absolutely 
needed, these items have been arranged in the order of their urgency so 
that the General Assembly can act with all necessary information before 

them. 
he Directors have fully appreciated and wish to thank you for your 
cordial codperation in the difficult tasks committed to them.

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SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 


December 16, 1920. 
The Honorable, the Board of Directors. 


GENTLEMEN:—In compliance with statute, I have the honor to submit a 
report of the operations of the State Hospital at Morganton for the biennium 
ending November 30, 1920. It will be noted in our statistics that we have 
used the form recommended by the American Medico-Psychological Associa- 
tion and adopted by resolution of the Board of Directors at a meeting held 
in Raleigh in December, 1918. 

You will observe from the appended tables that we had remaining on 
November thirtieth, nineteen hundred and eighteen, 626 men and 863 women, 
or a total of 1,489 patients. During the two-year period, we have admitted 
344 men and 379 women or a total of 723. We have discharged as recovered 
82 men and 75 women, or a total of 157, making the recovery rate based upon 
admission 23 per cent. In 1919 45 men and 61 women died, giving a mor- 
tality rate of 5144 per cent based upon the whole number treated. In 1920 69 
men and 54 women died, giving a death rate of 5.4 per cent for that year. 
The apparent decline in the recovery rate from year to year is not an indi- 
cation of failure of treatment, but results from the more careful study of 
the patients’ actual mental condition upon discharge and a recognition of 
the slighter impairments remaining after the acute outbreak, which led to 
their admission, has subsided. Thus many patients are discharged as im- 
proved who would have been counted as recovered under the older method. 
The death rate for the two years has been in keeping with previous records 
and compares favorably with that prevailing in other similar institutions. 
The general health of the patients has been good with the exception of a 
continuation of the 1918 epidemic of influenza extending into the early part 
of 1919. We also had a light epidemic of smallpox amounting to about forty 
cases during last May, all of which were mild, with no fatality. This 
epidemic was more extensive than would have been owing to the failure of a 
supply of vaccine obtained from the National Vaccine and Antitoxin Institute 
of Washington, D. C. Since this accident, we have followed the routine of 
vaccinating all patients upon or soon after admission. We have also adopted 
_ the plan of administering anti-typhoid vaccine to all patients. 

Only one suicide occurred during the year. An aged female patient, who 
was mildly depressed, succeeded in hanging herself. 

The biennium under consideration has afforded more administrative diffi: 
culties than any similar period within my acquaintance of the work, due 
chiefly to labor conditions and high prices, with the consequent lack of funds. 
At no time during this period have we had a full corps of officers and em- 
ployees, and more than once we have been reduced to the point of grave 
danger for a lack of proper help. Owing to the constantly mounting prices: 
of all articles entering into subsistence and the necessary advance in wages 
we have been unable to live within our appropriation, and we have a deficit 
of about $80,000. The General Assembly in extra session in 1920 anticipated 
this and met it by authorizing the State Treasurer to borrow sufficient money 
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to cover the anticipated debt, thus relieving the members of the Board of 
Directors of this responsibility, which they had assumed heretofore. 

The new dairy barn was completed last January and has been in use with 
great satisfaction since that time. No other permanent improvements have 
been undertaken further than the development of plans for a refrigerating 
plant, and these plans are as yet incomplete and still in the hands of the 
Building Commission. 

Our estimated needs for support for the next ensuing two years amount 
to $425,535.80 annually and for permanent improvements $1,000,000.00, dis- 
tributed as follows:

These items are in strict conformity with the Building Commission’s 
recommendations and have been carefully reviewed by the Executive Com- 
mittee and approved by same. The items pertaining to fire protection are of 
vital importance, and this appropriation should be made and funds placed in 
the hands of the Building Commission at the earliest date possible, since our 
present fire protection is notoriously inadequate. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my thanks to the members of the Board 
of Directors for their kind support and wise direction and for the sincere 
and constant interest they have manifested in the welfare of the institution.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Board of Directors of the State Hospital at Goldsboro. 


GENTLEMEN :—Herewith is presented a report of the management of this 
institution for the two years ending November 30, 1920:

We had an epidemic of influenza in the institution and a large number 
of the inmates contracted the disease and twenty-one of the patients died. 

There was a death by drowning—a demented female patient escaped at 
hight and was found in the river near the institution. It is probable that 
her death was accidental and not suicidal. 

A male patient died from the effects of a blow on his head given by a 
fellow patient with a mop stick. There was no known cause for the 
attack. In both of the above cases the coroner was notified, but did not 
deem an inquest necessary in either case. 

A male patient had the misfortune of losing an arm by getting it caught 
in the corn-husking machine. 

Our dairy herd has been free from tuberculosis for a number of years 
and is now recorded as an “accredited” herd. 

A three unit DeLaval milking machine was installed several months ago 
and is giving entire satisfaction. 

Only a limited amount of dental work has been done. A dentist was 
employed for a part of his time, but the arrangement was not satisfactory, 
so his services were discontinued. But an effort is being made to have 
the work resumed. 

In compliance with an agreement with the War Risk Insurance Depart- 
ment of the Government at Washington to admit to this institution insane 
ex-service men from North Carolina, I wish to report that twenty-four have 
been admitted. Of this number, one has died, one escaped and two have been 
discharged as recovered. ‘Twenty are still in the Hospital. For the care 
and treatment of these ex-service men, the institution is receiving compen- 
sation from the Government. 

There were installed a number of fire doors. Two brick warehouses— 
one for fertilizers, the other for implements and supplies—were erected. 

The dormitory for females which has been under construction for more 
than two years has not yet been completed. The State Building Commission 
now has this building in charge and hope to have it finished by spring: 
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It will have a capacity of one hundred beds, but will give additional accom- 
modation for only forty patients, as the patients now occupying the old 
laundry will be transferred to this new dormitory. 

For the present needs and the future development of this institution, 
we would ask for the following ‘buildings, improvements, etec., as estimated. 
and recommended by Mr. J. A. Salter, State Architect:

Realizing that the maintenance fund of this institution would be exhausted 
by the last of August of the present year, we appealed to the Legislature 
at its special session for an additional appropriation. The Legislature 
authorized the Council of State to borrow a sufficient amount of money 
for the needs of the institution. It was estimated that we would need. 
$74,702.92, and this amount has been furnished us by the State Treasurer. 

At the end of two years $359,133.25 had been expended and there was an 
outstanding indebtedness of five cars of coal which had been delivered, 
but for which no bill had been received.

We were greatly handicapped throughout the entire two years by an 
insufficient number of helpers. 

In closing, I wish to express to the Board my appreciation of their. generous 
support and to the officers and employees my sincere thanks for their 
loyal and faithful services.

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REPORT OF THE CLINICAL DIRECTOR 


A careful physical and mental examination has been given all patients 
as soon after their arrival as expedient and the same recorded. 

Our Wassermann tests have been made at the State Laboratory of Hygiene, 
Salvarsan has been administered liberally to all suspected cases regardless 
of the Wassermann findings; 590 doses have been given in the past two 
years with very gratifying results. A large number of cases have apparently 
been restored to their normal mental condition under this treatment. 
Several cases of old chronic ulcered legs in badly demented cases have 
rapidly and permanently healed under this treatment. A few of the chronic 
epileptics have greatly improved under the treatment. 

We have recently been treating all active cases of pellagra with yeast, 
giving a heaping teaspoonful three times a day. Thus far the results are 
very gratifying. The intestinal disturbance is relieved. at once and the skin 
lesions rapidly improve. A series of blood counts were made on,a number 
-of active cases of pellagra without revealing anything of interest. 

Post-mortems were held in all cases of obscure diagnosis and the findings 
carefully recorded.

Moved, repaired and painted four employees’ cottages; a hydrant extended 
to same. 

The steam heating system is now being installed in Superintendent’s 
residence.

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The statistical summary includes the Epileptic Department as usual. We 
have had four suicides during the last biennial period, as follows: 

June ist, 1919, male suicide by hanging himself with belt around his neck; 
June 16th, 1919, male suicide by hanging himself in bathroom; July 26th, 
1919, male suicide by hanging himself with window cord; February 4th, 1920, 
female suicide by strangulation from hanging. 

No epidemic of any disease. Some over eleven hundred patients were 
immunized from typhoid fever by giving serum. 

We have been fortunate enough to hold daily staff meetings with only few 
exceptions in the last two years. During the summer vacations we have 
had additional help from medical undergraduates, having two men the 
past summer all the time and three part of the time. We used this addi- 
tional force to write a history of nearly every epileptic in both colonies, the 
first time this has been done for epileptics in the history of the institution. 
All the new cases received at each colony are examined and their history 
taken by Dr. Small, who is in charge of this work. 

Messrs. Eric Bell, W. S. Hadley and Dick Pittman were the three medical 
undergraduates employed last summer, and we wish to take this opportunity 
to bear record of their faithful and satisfactory services. From their ex- 
pressions of satisfaction with their work, we can report a mutual benefit from 
their services. | 

Dr. Victor R. Small, of Ohio, was put on our staff the first of 1920. Dr. 
Small is a graduate of the Ohio State University, College of Medicine, 1916. 
He was for one year assistant physician at Gallipolis Hospital; for six 
months hospital neuro-psychiatric examiner of the 40th Division, Camp 
Bovier, Texas; one year service overseas, rank of captain; one year at Dix 
Hill. He was made assistant physician in May at an increased salary. He 
also does what laboratory work is done in the institution. We send to the 
State Laboratory of Hygiene all of our blood for Wassermann test. 

On August 3d, 1920, Dr. C. L. Jenkins handed in his resignation with 
the statement that he would like to be relieved as early as convenient. At 
the time we had sufficient help to relieve the doctor at once. 

Dr. Victor E. Bell was employed as dentist August, 1919, and stayed with 
us about a year. He left for private work in the city. We tried to arrange 
with him for part time, but he finally concluded he could not afford to be 
away from his office any time in the beginning of his practice. We have 
not been able to secure another dentist since he left. I have asked in our 
budget a larger salary for the next two years to secure a dentist. 

During the past two years we haye built and equipped a new kitchen which 
has been sadly needed for more than twenty-five years. The State Building 
Commission has also overhauled and repaired the G-ward building and con- 
gregated dining-room, making the repairs fire-proof by putting in concrete 
floors. , 

We had the misfortune to lose our laundry by fire September 25th, and the 
good fortune of saving all the patients, all the employees and officers and 
all other buildings from harm. ‘The fire occurred on Saturday morning be- 
tween three and four o’clock, practically destroying the entire building, all 
the equipment and about eight thousand dollars worth of clothing ready 
laundered to be sent out Saturday a.m. The total loss was between seventy- 
five and eighty thousand dollars. The State architect made out and com- 
pleted plans for a new laundry building before midnight Saturday and

work was commenced Monday morning following. We hope to be back doing 
work in our new laundry by January 1st. 

During the two years we have bought and put up three corn cribs well 
ventilated and rat-proof. The work of repairing, painting and making cer- 
tain changes in our institution must continue in order to save the older 
buildings and render them safe and efficient. 

Water and plumbing fixtures, sewerage, closets, and lavatories in the old 
building are breaking down all the time, making them very expensive and 
inefficient. They should all be taken out and new material put in at the 
earliest possible date. 

Our various departments have made their reports. They are all in good 
condition at present and we have, in my opinion, the best equipped heads 
of each department this institution has ever had. We look to the future with 
more hope on this account for the greatest economy, efficiency and results 
that we have ever had. 

We were compelled to use $30,000 more than the appropriation made by 
the last Legislature, but the extra session arranged to carry this through 
for us. With additional one hundred patients for next two years over the 
number we have been carrying we have asked in our budget the sum of 
$354,000 a year, making about $300 per capita. 

Our present rate of wages for nurses and attendants, varying from $30.00 
to $50.00 per month, will have to be continued for this kind of work, as other 
hospitals will continue to pay more than this. We have had a shortage of 
employees in all departments, especially nurses and attendants of both sexes. 

Our farm i8 more than one hundred acres larger and we will have to 
hire more help, increasing the expense here. 

Our waiting list is larger than ever, but with the additional room we 
hope to relieve the congestion on the female side. As said in our report two 
years ago, “Our large waiting list might be reduced considerably by adhering 
to a strict rule of rejecting the applications of very aged people who are 
bed-ridden, feeble-minded or dotards. These do not need the special equip- 
ment of a hospital as the mentally sick. Homes for the incurables and 
invalids are the places for them.” 

For the new buildings, what we need in the next few years we have given 
a list to the Budget Commission. Out of these the most pressing, of course. 
are two congregated dining-rooms for each sex, that we may get full benefit 
of our new kitchen. With dining-rooms connected as planned with kitchen 
we could serve our food to a larger per cent better and with an average of 
fifteen to twenty-five per cent saving. 

We should have a new dairy barn as quickly as possible. Our entire herd 
is practically wiped out by the State and Federal authorities on account of 
tuberculosis. We could use the old dairy for our mules and horses, as it is 
our policy to move them away from this herd nearer to the farm work. 
While the new dairy building is being put up, we can keep a small number of 
cows in a barn near the main building. We need some small houses for 
white help at once. 

For the intelligent and faithful services from officers, employees and 
patients we wish to express our sincerest appreciation. Our Executive Com- 
mittee, members of Board and State Building Commission have wrought 
wisely and well, as the results of their work so evidently shows. To these 
we tender our abiding gratitude.

ENGINEER’S REPORT 


December 9th, 1920. 
Dr. ALBERT ANDERSON, Superintendent, 
State Hospital, Raleigh, N. C. 


Srr:—I hereby submit you a report of the work done in this department 
for two years ending November 30th, 1920. 

We have, besides keeping up the regular repairs, made the following im- 
provements: 

Installed in boiler room three Jones under-feed stokers, with automatic 
attachments, one fan, one thirty horsepower engine and one regulating valve 
for same. We have made new piston and valve rods for stoker engine, new 
valve rods for No. 1 and 2 power engines, have taken out old wood partition 
between engine-room and fire pump and built a brick one. We have taken 
out wood floor in engine room and put in concrete; also have taken down 
metal ceiling, cut out joist, braced up roof and put on metal laths and plas- 
tered same, making engine and fire pump rooms practically fire-proof. 

In fire pump room we have put up iron shelves and work bench, these be- 
ing used for electrical supplies and work. We have put in a set of brass 
tubes in domestic water heater. é 

Have installed in carpenter shop, on concrete foundation, one thirty-five 
horsepower motor. Installed in laundry one fifteen horsepower motor 
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with starting box and counter shaft. We have dismantled and moved all 
cooking utensils from old kitchen to temporary quarters and assembled same 
by laying a temporary steam line of 114-inch by 350: feet in length, 150 feet 
14-inch galvanized pipe for hot water. Have made water connection for 
No. 2 ice plant, using 100 feet of 2-inch galvanized pipe. Have made water 
connection for carpenter shop and cannery; also repaired coils and put in 
new headers and repaired steamers in cannery. We have installed at car- 
penter shop one American sterilizer for sterilizing mattresses. 

We have put up 3,500 feet of No. 6 wire and 800 feet of 14-inch conduit 
for electrical pumps used in forcing condensation from heating system back 
to boiler room. 

We have put up one five-horsepower motor in meat room to drive sausage 
mill and mixer and coffee mill, with shafting for same. We have put up 
three of Harry Brothers metal corn cribs with concrete foundations and 
made five extra ventilators for same and built one brick house to keep oil 
in at dairy barn. 

We have put in 7th ward 40 feet 44-inch conduit, 40 feet of wire and one 
new light; also rewired mule barns, using 100 feet ‘%-inch conduit and 
100 feet of wire, put electric heaters in two garages. We have lowered the 
floor three feet in pump room under J ward, put in concrete foundation and 
floor, run a draw line from same, using 200 feet of 4-inch terra-cotta pipe. 
Have moved 200 feet of 2-inch galvanized pipe and put some in pipe chase 
under new kitchen. Put on six new steam gaugers on heating system and 
repaired radiator boxes in basement. Made and welded six bottoms in 
boilers for cooking. Built walkway on each side of track over coal chute 
and on one side of trestle. Put brass piston rods in brine pump. We have 
installed in machine shop one Steptoe shaper and one gas generator. We 
have made one oversize nipple for No. 4 boiler and repaired pop valves on 
Nos. 4 and 5 boilers and put new blow-off line on No. 6. Have kept all 
boilers clean and in working order at all times. 

We have put new sinks in J, K, and L wards and in receiving building. 
Have built a brick house in male and female court yard and put two closets 
in each. We have put new ranges in at male epileptic and Oaks colonies. 

On September 25th, 1920, the laundry was burned down, the loss being 
about $100,000. We have worked over two extractors that were burnt and 
are using them in our temporary laundry that we have set up in old 
vegetable room; using two washers, one extractor and one dry tumbler. 
These are driven by a fifteen-horsepower motor. 

We have moved cooking utensils in new kitchen and set up same. Have 
put in at male epileptic colony one new sink and 200 feet of three-fourth- 
inch galvanized pipe and one water closet.

Sir:—I respectfully submit to you the report covering the work in the 
carpenter’s department for the period from November 30th, 1918, to Novem- 
ber 30th, 1920. 

Covered male colony cottage with rubber roofing; walkway in basement 
under center building from A to 1st ward; built shed over cement walk 
back of A ward; put combine locks on ward doors; ceiled smoke-house; 
made 80 potato crates (for field use); made and fitted screens to all windows 
on first floor at receiving building; repaired carts, wagons, plows, harrows, 
mowers, tables, chairs, stepladders, bedsteads, window sashes, and put in 
glass; repaired locks and doors, court yard fences and gates; made coffins 
and buried the dead; built tram-road from boiler room to cinder pile; 
calcimated and painted floors in wards (work done by nurses and patients) ; 
enameled bedsteads; cemented floor and repaired cook room under Officers’ 
dining room; repaired two brick pump houses in grove; repaired front of 
garage; kept all wire screens repaired; repaired roofs on two houses near 
male colony; screened dairy and dairy cottage; new floors in gangway from 
G ward to congregated dining room; new cement floor from 7th ward to 
center building; elevator from kitchen to officers’ dining room; repaired 
top, put door and steps to patients’ pleasure truck; roof and door.at new 
oil house at dairy; new bridge across Rocky Branch; cement walk from — 
Rocky Branch to center building; made 2,400 brooms (by patients); steril- 
ized nine and made 1,200 mattresses (by patients); slatted 80 beds (could 
not get springs during war); put on round bar iron window guards on 
7th, 8th, 9th, and 10th wards; helped on new corn crib, laid floor for same; 
new floor in room on second floor at center building; laid a board walk from 
temporary kitchen to Erwin building; ventilators to laundry, first and 
second floors; laid a new oak floor on old bridge across Rocky Branch; 
sawed 30,000 feet oak and pine lumber; put new floors on first floor at Dr. 
Jenkins’ residence; sheeted and covered roof at cooks’ house with com- 
position shingles; sawed about 2,500 feet of cedar; made five cedar ward- 
robes 6x6 feet for blankets; made 170 feet wood benches; made swinging 
drawers and doors in dining room; ceiled closet with cedar on second floor 
center building; changed drawers in steward’s office to filing cases; made 
two large kitchen cabinets; put on 150 bed-springs; put reinforced glass 
in center building and receiving building doors and nurses’ home doors; 
made hay flat for farm department; put new floor in bath room male 
epileptic colony; new floor in head nurse’s office; sheeted and covered roof 
Mr. Adams’: house with composition shingles; extended track to new 
kitchen; also built shelter over food truck; covered cottage at male epileptic 
colony with composition shingles; put in glass on all wards; painted tin 
roof of main buildings and cannery, porch roof at cottages, and gutters; — 
painted dining.-rooms and tables; varnished and waxed nine rooms at 
nurses’ home.

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REPORT ON EXAMINATION, HISTORICAL AND LABORATORY WORK 


November 30, 1920. 
Dr. ALBERT ANDERSON, Superintendent. 


Dear Sir:—My services at Dix Hill, State Hospital, began December 
29th, 1919. During these eleven months I have been engaged in making 
psychiatric, neurological and physical examinations of all recent admissions 
to the hospital, as well as of any other cases referred to me by the several 
members of the staff, writing histories of same and presenting said cases 
at regular staff meetings. I have also done all laboratory work with the 
exception of the Wassermann reactions, which tests have been made at the 
State Laboratory of Hygiene. I have taught materia medica, psychiatry, 
hygiene and sanitation to the class in the nurses’ training school, and since 
September ist, 1920, have had the outside service at the colonies. For a 
period of about three weeks, during the latter part of July and the first 
part of August, I relieved one of the assistant physicians at the State 
Hospital at Morganton.

SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 


“In times of great difficulty, emergency and distress it sometimes seems 
that the written as well as the spoken word is inadequate, and in such cases 
brevity is likely to prevail.” This is our feeling as we endeavor to make 
our biennial report for 1919 and 1920. 

I am sure you all remember only too well the many disasters through 
which we were forced to pass in the early part of the year 1919: fire, 
influenza, etc., for a detailed report of which I respectfully refer you to 
superintendent’s supplementary report attached to biennial report of 1917-18. 
As soon as arrangements could be made after the fire we sent fifty-three 
children home and forty-four to the State hospital at Raleigh. Since that 
time we have sent five additional pupils to Raleigh. 

Through the years now past the work of the school has been carried on 
under greater difficulties than during any previous year in the history of 
the institution. The scarcity of labor has become more and more acute. 
The result has been painfully apparent in all of the institution’s depart- 
ments, and has been especially noticeable in the dormitories and school de- 
partment. This, we sadly realize, emphasizes the fact that we lack both 
more room and means to give the necessary care to the most helpless and 
unfortunate of the State’s dependents. We were unable to carry on our out- 
door department and farm operations because of the lack of sufficient help. 
These conditions certainly call for serious consideration from those who have 
the cause of suffering humanity at heart and the legal responsibility of pro- 
viding adequately for their care and comfort. Let us hope that a remedy 
may be found not too late. 

We have been able to construct six new cottages for our help and build 
additions to another, and have erected a cattle and feed barn, two stories, 
40x90 feet. We have plans and material for the construction of an addition 
to our dairy barn and for a hog house. We have completed a potato house 
which will house from 2,000 to 2,500 bushels. We have completed a sewer 
line from the river to the seven cottages and also to the buildings now being 
constructed, the low grade and middle grade buildings for girls and the 
power house. The contractor has the walls of both dormitories up to the 
first floor where the concrete has been poured, and the power house to the 
top of the first windows. 

We herein incorporate the recommendation of your superintendent to the 
executive committee and through them to you, the Governor and the Budget 
Commission, as follows:

We, fully realizing the necessity for and assured of its justice, would like 
to emphasize that at least $40,000.00 be appropriated as a nucleus for the 
establishment of an institution for colored mental defectives in accordance 
with our former recommendations. 

We also attach hereto the Steward’s report, and we are happy to say that 
we are able to come through without a deficit, for which we are truly 
grateful. Any one conversant with the facts will know the sacrifices made 
and the apparent negligence in the upkeep of the institution and property 
which necessitates our demands for an increase in our appropriation for the 
incoming two years. 

Our list of applications and requests for admission is constantly growing. 
We have no hope of relief for another year. We have 143 applications on 
file and have had reported from 23 counties 569 children for whom applica- 
tion would be made could we hold out any ray of hope that they might be 
admitted soon. At the annual meeting at our place in April I was in- 
structed by the Board to send two boys who were uncontrollable, and at 
times dangerous, to Dix Hill and one to Morganton. Dr. Anderson promptly 
took the two. I made application to Morganton, but to date have been un- 
able to have this boy admitted.

CONSOLIDATED REPORT ON AUDITS 


To the Board of Directors, 
: State Hospitals for the Insane, 
Raleigh, N. C. 


GENTLEMEN:—Supplementary to our regular individual reports on our 
audits of the State hospitals for the insane at Raleigh, Morganton and Golds- 
boro, N. C., covering the biennial period from December 1, 1918, to November 
30, 1920, we submit herewith a summarized report, presenting in compara- 
tive form the principal features and facts brought out by these separate 
reports. 

The information herein presented is general in character and somewhat 
‘condensed; however, we believe it will not only be interesting for purposes 
of comparison as between the separate institutions, but will be more readily 
useful to the General Board. 

The several exhibits of this report will be found in order of arrange- 
ment indicated by the attached index, and concerning which we offer the 
following: 


Comments and Explanations 


Exuisit “A” Anp “B’—These are comparative statements of the mainte- 
nance funds for the two years, showing the amounts received through annual 
and special State appropriations, and the audited disbursements in monthly 
totals for each year. A brief review of these statements show the fol- 
lowing facts: 

First: The Raleigh Hospital began the biennial period at December 1, 
1918, with a deficit in maintenance of $26,441.58. 

There was a special appropriation of $27,800.00 to cover this deficit. 
This, together with the annual appropriations of $265,000.00 each, provided 
available funds for the entire period, amounting to $557,800.00. Against 
this there were disbursements for each year as follows: 1919, $259,282.30; 
1920, $301,928.72; together with the deficit at beginning of the period of 
$26,441.58, as above, which amounts to $587,652.60. This results in a deficit 
in maintenance for the Raleigh Hospital, as at November 30, 1920, of 
$29,852.60. 

Second: The Morganton Hospital began the period with a deficit in main- 
tenance of $56,256.61. 

The special appropriation to cover this deficit and other indebtedness was 
$75,000.00, together with the regular annual appropriations of $325,000.00 
each, and the allowance of $782.50 for insurance, provided total available 
funds for the biennial period amounting to $725,782.50. The disbursements 
for the same period were as follows: for 1919, $380,885.94; for 1920, $370,- 
532.83; these, together with the deficit of $56,256.61 at beginning of the 
period, make a total of $807,675.38. This results in a deficit in maintenance 
for the Morganton Hospital at November 30, 1920, of $81,892.88. 

Third: The Goldsboro Hospital began the period at December 1, 1918, 
with a deficit in maintenance of $23,500.00, which was wiped out during 
the first year by a special appropriation of the same amount for that 
purpose. : 
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The regular annual appropriation for each of the two years was $150,- 
000.00, a total of $300,000.00 for the period. Against this the disburse-. 
roents were: for 1919, $150,000.00; for 1920, $209,133.25, a total of $359,- 
133.25, which would have resulted in a maintenance deficit for the Golds- 
Horo Hospital of $59,133.25, but on October 5, 1920, the Governor’s Council 
granted a special appropriation for maintenance purposes amounting to 
$74,702.97, which resulted in a maintenance fund balance available at 
November 30, 1920, of $15,569.72. 


Exnuisits “C”’ anp “D.’—These exhibits set forth the appropriations and 
disbursements on account of permanent improvements over the biennial. 
period from December 1, 1918, to November 30, 1920. 

Reference to these exhibits will show that the Raleigh Hospital began 
the period with a balance of $8,301.41, to which there was added the sum of 
$210,000.00, made available during the period under review, from the appro- 
priation of $280,000.00 of the former period, $70,000.00 of which was made 
available and used during 1918, as shown by our previous report. 

Therefore, altogether for the period there was the sum of $218,301.41 
available for the construction of a new kitchen, a new laundry, and the 
remodeling of “G’ ward, as set forth in detail in the Raleigh report. 

Against the above available funds there were disbursements in 1919, 
$94,998.32; in 1920, $106,099.95, a total of $201,098.27, leaving a balance 
available at November 30, 1920, of $17,203.14. 

The Morganton Hospital had a balance from the former biennial period 
of $3,402.98, carried in “Water Lime Fund.” 

There were no appropriations nor disbursements on account of permanent 
improvements during the period. However, there were two small damage 
claims paid as follows: 1919, $21.40; 1920, $77.55, thereby reducing the 
,above balance to $3,304.03 at November 30, 1920. 

The Goldsboro Hospital carried over an unexpended balance from the 
former period of $3,672.15. To this there were added appropriations as 
follows: 1919, $44,058.00; 1920, $11,200,00, a total available for permanent 
improvements for the period of $58,930.15. Against this provision there 
were disbursements as follows: 1919, $41,779.21; 1920, $17,265.77, a total of 
$59,044.98, resulting in a deficit of $114.83 in the permanent improvement 
fund at November 30, 1920. 


Exuipit “E.’—This is a summarized statement in comparative form of 
the sundry receipts and disbursements of the stewards’ cash accounting the 
period under review. Only the actual receipts and disbursements are shown 
in this exhibit, the balances at beginning and end, and reconcilements being 
shown in the individual reports. 

Reference to this exhibit will reveal that the major portion of these 
receipts comes from the board of patients, the larger proportion of such 
being collected at the Raleigh Hospital. It will be noted also that the re- 
ceipts from the sales of farm products at the Goldsboro Hospital are 
proportionately greater than at either of the other two hospitals. 

It is also to be observed that at all three of the hospitals the disbursements 
for permanent improvements and the repairs and maintenance of same con- 
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stitute, in most cases, the major portion of the total, while farm equipment 
and improvements stand next. 

We are informed that the sundry income of each hospital might be con- 
siderably increased through a more diligent effort toward collections for 
board of patients, who possess estates or have relatives who are amply - 
able to pay the rate allowed by the State law. 

The North Carolina State law provides that moneys received by the State 
Hospitals for board of patients and sales of sundry items, other than land or 
permanent improvements, (interpreted to mean those properties carried 
upon the books of the State as fixed assets of the State) shall be deposited 
in a separate account at bank as a special fund, subject to the discretion of 
the hospital’s executive board. 

It appears to us that the General Board would do well to encourage uni- 
form effort on the part of the institutions to keep up an active program of 
collections of amounts which may rightly be due them; which funds, handled 
in compliance with the law, cited above, will gradually provide an ‘emer- 
gency fund” from which the hospitals may make needed improvements, and 
which, otherwise, might not be made if dependent entirely upon appropria- 
tions. There are also many instances of considerable savings to the hos- 
pitals by having these funds at hand with which to take advantage of low 
market in the purchase of supplies. 


Exuisit “F.”—In this exhibit is shown, in comparative form, the average 
annual per capita cost of the general divisions making up the total main- 
tenance for each hospital. The average daily per capita is also indicated. 
We believe that the arrangement of this exhibit provides the desired infor- 
mation in such ready form as to render a detailed explanation of same un- 
necessary. We would, however, call attention to the inclusion, at the bottom 
of this exhibit of farm and dairy products used. 'These figures are based 
upon quantities and values submitted by the farm superintendents at each 
hospital. We did not attempt to establish the accuracy of the values placed 
upon these products, but they appear generally to conform to the market 
values of such products in each locality. 

We recommend, though, for the better purposes of comparison, that the 
board provide a uniform rate of valuation of these products, based, say, 
upon the average wholesale market for the four seasons of the year. 


Exuisir “G.”—This exhibit shows the average annual per capita cost of 
food and provisions, arranged according to the principal items, and bringing 
out the desired information in comparative form similarly to that of Ex- 
loll onte Sol kee 


New Accounting System.—At the request of your Chairman, Mrs. Jos. G. 
Brown, we are installing a new standardized system of accounting for all the 
hospitals, including The Caswell Training School at Kinston, upon which we 
will render separate reports within the next few days. The new system is 
made uniform for all the institutions, and is based upon the unit cost as far 
as disbursements are concerned. This plan is greatly simplified, and, if 
handled according to our instructions, will present the desired information 
in a much more accessible form. 
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GENERAL.—The scope of our audit is presented in detail in the separate 
reports on each hospital, and, therefore, is not treated here, except to say 
that the receipts and disbursements were audited in detail, and reconcilia- 
tions made of all State funds and Steward’s cash accounts. The records, as 
a whole, were found to be fairly accurate, but clumsy and inconveniently 
arranged.

Fellow Members of the Board: 


We, your Executive and Building Committee, bee to submit the fol- 
lowing as our report: 

We were unable to equip the school and industrial department before 
September 1923, or to begin the construction program, owing to the fact 
that the funds for permanent improvements were not available until July 
1923. Because of the high cost of construction, we hesitated to advertise 
for bids as early as we might have done. Our first effort was met with 
such exorbitant prices that we felt that we were forced to and did reject 
‘all bids. We re-advertised in due time and on this occasion contracted 
for only one building, the laundry, ineluding plumbing, heating, generators, 
switchboard, exciters, wiring, ete., and engines and boilers, all amounting 
to $71,784.00. Then after waiting some time and judging as best we could 
from the trend of prices on material and construction that there could be 
nothing gained from further waiting, we re-advertised and contracted 
for the following buildings: hospital, industrial building for girls, storage 
room, implement shed and mule barn, and the heating, plumbing and 
elevators, the total amount of all contracts being $296,339.06, 

In view of the fact that the last budget committee and legislature made 
no provision for the deficit for the biennium ending June 30, 1922, we were 
not able to take as many pupils as we had anticipated. After consulting 
with the Governor and his Couneil, we were able to borrow through State 
Treasurer, B. R. Lacy, an advance of $33,000.00, to be equally distributed 
in twenty-four monthly payments of $1,375.00, reducing our maintenance 
account from $146,000.00 to $129.500.00 per year. There being a deficit 
of $75,598.08 in the old Building Commission’s contract, we only had 
approximately $400,000.00 left for permanent improvements. 

We purchased the Temple Land and have had it enclosed. Practically 
every foot is in cultivation, 

We are glad to announce that we have at last secured an abundance 
of pure artesian water, but sorry that we could not connect up with our 
water main for immediate use on account of lack of funds. 

We are happy to announce that we have compromised with the Southern 
Ferro Conerete Company of Atlanta, Georgia, as recommended by our

engineer and attorney. A copy of said settlement is hereto attached 
and presented for your approval. ; 

Owing to the many problems confronting the administration in meeting 
the various situations, we have had to make frequent visits and inspection 
of the work. At each of these meetings the Superintendent made a detail- 
ed report of the condition of the institution and the work done and the 
financial status, and presented a lst of the various problems confronting 
him for our consideration and instructions. These reports and the instrue- 
tions given are kept on record and are open for the inspection of officials 
and the public. We are grateful to say that by close contact and by the 
ever alertness of the management, we have been able to live and build 
within our means and come before you without a deficit in either account. 

We have examined the Superintendent’s report and unanimously ap- 
prove his suggestions that separate buildings be constructed for the care 
of the low grade idiots. We most urgently ask your support in the build- 
ine program as developed and estimated by our engineer. This general 
unit when completed, with these additions, will take care of at least 1,250 
comfortably.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Mr. Chairman and Members of the Board of Trustees of the Caswell 
Training School: 


It is with the profoundest gratitude to you especially, the Executive 
and Building Committee, my staff and co-laborers that I make this the 
seventh biennial report of the Caswell Training School. I am sure that 
you ean appreciate my feeling when I say that this is the first time since 
the fires in 1918 and 1919 that we have really been able to report progress. 
You will find that we have begun to put into effect and operation some of 
our earlier dreams and conceptions of what an institution of this nature 
should be. 

The problem of the care of the feebleminded or mentally defective in 
the south is at least a three-fold more difficult problem than in the northern 
states, if not more so, because we have thrust upon us every type of de- 
feetiveness—the feebleminded, the ne’er-do-well, the defective delinquent 
the eriminally irresponsible, the wholly unmoral and anti-social elements 
that can not be handled elsewhere. For instance, New Jersey has separate 
institutions, one for the care of feebleminded women, one for men and 
another for idiots, and its state and private institutions for the care and 
training of mentally defective children. 

Funds for equipping our school buildings were not available until last 
year, when we were able to furnish four schoo] rooms and the chapel, in 
which we have begun quite a comprehensive educational and industrial 
program, the details of which you will find in our edueational director’s 
report. 

We have continued our research and laboratory department in connec- 
iton with our hospital work, For details, I refer you to the report of the 
medical director. 

The building program is progressing nicely. While we were not able 
to construct all the buildings we had anticipated, owing to the high cost 
of construction of fire-proof buildings, we now have the laundry, industrial 
and storage buildings ready for oceupaney when furnished. We _ have 
installed our new power plant and are making our own electricity. We 
are occupying our new horse and mule barn, and our implement shed is 
ready for equipment. The hospital building is under roof and should be 
ready for equipment and occupancy in September. This, when finished 
and equipped, will enable us to take an additional 170 pupils, if we had 
the maintenance. 

Your inspection of the farm will convince you beyond a doubt, I am 
sure, that it is in a far better state of cultivation than ever before and 
the products are more valuable. We have built new and repaired old 
fences, cut ditches and cleared up new land. We have this season the 
most bountiful supply of vegetables of every kind. We have planted 
quite a number of acres each in peach, apple, pecan and english walnut 
trees and also blackberries, strawberries, dewberries, and grapes, a detailed 
statement of which you will find in our farmer’s report. 

We have been blessed with an abundanee of milk, having had at no 
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time less than one quart per day for each child. Our herd is in excellent 
condition and is greatly enhanced in numbers and value, as you will see 
by the dairyman’s report. 

While we have not been able to accomplish near what we had hoped, 
we are happy to say that we lived within our means and have contracted 
for no buildings more than for which we have funds to pay, as co will 
observe by the report of the Business Manager. 

The ever-increasing demands being made upon us from every corner of 
the State, have forced us to change our building program. We had first 
planned for a training school to care for only the average per cent of dead 
weight or idiots as is considered for the average, well-balanced, all round 
training school for the feebleminded. We have long since been over- 
crowded with the lowest type of human life, physically deformed, mentally 
deprived, repulsive in every sense of the word—human animals. However, 
we urge that two separate buildings be erected, of one-story, eight feet 
brick walls, finished overhead with trusses and rafters exposed, comfortable 
buildings—one for one hundred boys and the other for one hundred girls 
—of special construction for this type. These buildings should be placed 
at a considerable distance on sites as designated on the aeroplane view 
of our building program. Then to finish our long contemplated building 
program, the administration building should be erected, separating the 
wings as shown on the aeroplane view, for the high grade morons and 
setting them back a considerable distance, to conform with the other 
buildings; erecting the industrial building for boys and a building for the 
middle grade boys, in place of the old one now condemned. This will en- 
able us to separate the various grades and take care of at least 1,250 and 
to properly house our staff and teachers. 

We would suggest that a suitable dwelling be erected, at the place desig- 
nated on the building program, for the medical director and family. We 
will of a necessity have to have six or eight cottages for housing the 
families of our helpers, and a tenant or colony house on the Sutton 
farm 

With these buildings and equipment we shall have finished a building 
program of fire-proof construction sufficient to carry on the edueational, 
industrial, mechanical, hospital, research and scientifie program to handle 
the State’s problem, we think. Then with one-story, cheap brick or wood 
constructed buildings, in colonies, we could house the residue of our 
finished product and furnish segregation for those whom we could not 
place through the State’s welfare department. 

In the forward looking program of our State’s educational and wel- 
fare departments, their every move for advancement in social and economic 
betterment is met with the ever-increasing handicap of the mental defec- 
tive. This is evident by the following: we have on file 330 applications 
and 220 requests for immediate admissions. 1,746 have been reported from 
33 counties. We are confronted continually from almost every nook and 
corner of the State with demands for the services of our institution; 
and in view of this urgent need, we beg to recommend the following budget 
for permanent improvements and maintenance: 
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To complete the building program and equipment as suggested above,

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REPORT OF THE EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT 
Covering the period from September 15, 1923 to June 30, 1924. 


The work of the educational department has been organized with the 
objective of an optimum adjustment of each individual to his environment. 
This has involved a two-fold problem—first the proper training of cases 
eligible for parole at some time in the future and second, the adequate 
training of lower grades to function as institution workers. 

For the first group, a minimum of academic work has been provided to 
the end that they be equipped with the essential ability to read, write, 
and perform at least simple computations and with the hope that desirable 
literature may crowd out some unwholesome interests. In addition to 
this they have had such manual and physical training as our limited equip- 
ment would permit. 

For those of lower mental age—though ranging widely in chronological 
age—the Seguin and kindergarten classes together with the craft depart- 
ment have provided manual and sense training. 

The musie department has contributed largely to the presentation of 
seven entertainments during the school year. 

Research work on the vital and interrelated problems of mentality, per- 
sonality and pedagogy has barely been begun.
